ADMITS  TRYING 
TO  POISON  TEN 

Austrian    Army    Lieutenant 
Says  He  Sent  Deadly  Cap- 
sules to  Comrades. 

Vienna.  April  29.— The  mystery  of 
the  origin  of  the  wholesale  poisoning 
plot  directed  against  recently  promoted 
officers  of  the  Austrian  army  has  been 
cleared  by  the  confession  of  Lieut. 
Adorf  Hofrlchter.  The  lieutenant,  ar- 
rested Nov.  27,  charged  with  poisoning, 
today  admitted  he  had  sent  capsules 
containing  prussic  acid  to  ten  members 
of  the  general  staff,  accompanied  with 
a  circular  recommending  their  use  for 
ill  health.  Capt.  Mader,  one  of  the 
officers  addressed,  took  the  preparation 
and  died  almost  Immediately. 

Hofrichter's  wife  is  suspected  of 
complicity  In  the  conspiracy  and  la 
undergoing  an  examination  by  the 
magistrate.

It  is  said  that  taking  all  the  products 
of  the  farm.s  together  the  average  ad- 
vance in  price  since  the  low  prices  pre- 
I  vailing  after  the  18a3  panic  was  S7 
per  cent,  taking  the  prices  of  1909  as 
tlie   advanced    limit. 

As  is  fully  recognized  by  all  inhabi- 
tants of  our  cities,  the  early  months  of 
la  10  ran  that  percentage  much  higher. 
The  Kngllsh  public  is  in  a  fine  frenzy 
over  shares  in  the  rubber  companies, 
and  it  is  very  difficult  to  see  how  a 
frightful,  and  to  some  a  ruinous,  col- 
lapse of  the  speculation  can  be  avoided. 
This  craze  on  production  of  rubber 
and  upon  actual  holdings  of  rubber, 
and  upon  shares  of  companies  dealing 
In  rubber  in  any  form,  has  been  largely 
caused  by  the  enormous  demand  for 
the  gum  for  making  tires  of  automo- 
biles. 

The  English  bankers  who  fear  the 
111  effects  of  the  speculation  charge  it 
all  to  the  American  purchasers  of  au- 
tomobiles and  the  creation  by  those 
purchases  of  a  demand  for  rubber  that 
win  exhaust  all  supplies  In  sight. 
Many  CampanieH  Floated. 
Two  years  ago  the  price  of  raw  rub- 
ber In  London  was  2  shillings  and  9 
pence  per  pound.  Last  Tuesday,  April 
19.  the  price  was  12  shillings  and  10 
pence  per  pound.  Three  hundred  rub- 
ber plantation  companies  have  been 
floated  of  recent  years  in  London,  the 
niajority  of  them  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  craze  for  rubber 
shares.  On  Monday.  April  18,  eight 
new  companies  placed  their  entire  stocic 
among  investors.  A  total  capitaliza- 
tion of  nearly  >5.000,000  was  offered 
and   taken    that   day. 

The  same  thing  that  happened  with 
coprer  stocks  Is  apt  to  happen  with 
rubber  stocks.  The  gum,  like  the  meta.. 
will  bo  advanced  to  such  prices  as  lo 
preclude  purchases,  and  then  both  gum 
and  gum  stocks  will  decline. 

It  Is  the  ultimate  investor  that  will 
have  to  carry  the  load;  and  that  rub- 
ber will  contract  after  extension  will 
be  fully  demonstrated  to  all  those  who 
do  not  appreciate  that  fact  now.  The 
speculation  in  England  will  bring  bad 
results.

LONDON  PHYSICIAN 

Says  That  Officer  Workers  Should 
Not  Take  Exercise. 

London.  April  29.— A  distinguished 
London  physician.  Dr.  Alexander  Bryce, 
has  started  a  discussion  by  asserting 
that  office  workers  should  not  take 
exercise  after  their  days  work.  He 
says: 

"The  root  reason  Is  that  though  head- 
work  is  not  exercise  in  the  sense  that 
It  develops  the  body,  it  most  decidedly 
is  exercise  in  that  It  quickly  induces 
fag  and  physical  lassitude.  So  it  Is 
almost  i)athetlc  for  a  man  to  expect 
any  good  to  come  from  taking  more 
exercise  when  the  exercise  Involved  In 
the   day's   work   has   already    tired    him 

"One  takes  It  that  young  people  have 
had  sufticlent  outdoor  exercise  to  rea- 
sonably develop  their  frames  before 
beginning  office  work.  So  when  they 
once  have  started  In  the  office  la  earn- 
est It  Is  much  better  for  them  to  realize 
at  once  that  their  days  of  hard  physi- 
cal strain  are  over  and  done  with,  and 
that  henceforth  they  must  confine  these 
efforts  to  week-ends  and  holidays. 
They  can  follow  this  advice  calmly 
enough,  for  It  does  not  moan  at  a.11 
that  they  are  going  to  deteriorate  sud- 
denly Into  wrecks. 

"The  body  and  system  easily  attune 
themselves  to  circumstances — even  to 
overclvUizcd  and  consequently  rather 
unnatural  circumstances — and  indoor 
headworkers  will  soon  find  that  a  very 
decent  state  of  health  can  be  main- 
tained with  little  or  no  apparent  exer- 

"For  all  people  living  under  the 
undoubted  Inconvenience  of  earning  a 
livelihood  a  most  excellent  rule  of 
thumb  In  regard  to  this  much  mis-, 
understood  question  of  work  and  exer- 
cise Is  the  following:  Never  try  to 
mix  the  two.  and  stop  exercising  at 
once  If  you  do  not  find  that  It  gives 
you  real  enjoyment.     ^ ,..  ^  ,    j   j 

"And  I  need  only  add'  he  concluded, 
"that  the  rational  way  home  after  a 
day's  work  In  the  office  Is  by  train, 
i-am  or  omnibus,  not  walking,  and  that 
the  proper  time  for  real  exercise  is 
when  no  thought  of  work  need  Inter- 
vene for  at  least  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  exercise  has  stopped."

FIND  ANCIENT  BEAR  BONES. 

Skeleton  of  Prehistoric  Animal  in 
Good  Condition. 

Pau,  April  29. — An  interesting  pre- 
historic discovery  has  Just  been  made 
at  Arudy.  near  Pau,  by  the  Abbe  Gau- 
dier, who  is  writing  a  hydrographic 
account  of  the  Ossau  valley,  and  for 
this  purpose  has  been  exploring  the 
different  caves  and  crevasses.  While 
thus  engaged  he  came  across  some 
cavities  which  had  never  been  ex- 
plored. He  reached  a  hollow  meas- 
uring about  forty  feet  in  depth,  beyond 
which  were  two  galleries  containing 
white  stalactites  and  stalagmites. 

He  followed  one  of  the  passages  for 
600  feet,  when  they  found  buried  in 
the  stalagmites  a  perfect  skeleton  of 
one  of  the  most  ferocious  bears  of  the 
nuatenarv  period.  This  bear  of  the 
caves  would  appear  to  have  measured 
9  feet  in  length,  and  to  have  stood  6 
feet  high.  The  skull,  which  is  perfect, 
and    some   of   the    bones,    are   now    on

Berlin,  April  29. — The  Germans,  as  a 
nation,  worship  Shakespeare.  They 
regard  him  as  the  greatest  dramatic 
genius  that  ever  lived,  and  his  plays, 
principally  "Hamlet,"  "Romeo,"  "Mac- 
beth," "Julius  Caesar"  and  "The  Mer- 
chant of  Venice/'  draw  large  audi- 
ences  whenever  presented. 

At  the  Berlin  Deutches  theater,  the 
stage  manager  of  which.  Prof.  Max 
Relnhardt,  Is  the  well  known  German 
authority  on  Shakespeare,  hardly  a 
week  passes  without  at  least  one  of 
llie  tragedies  being  staged,  and  some- 
times the  week's  program  contains  as 
many  as  two  or  three  of  Shakespeare's 
plays  The  company  includes  Else 
Heims.  Gertrude  Eysoldt,  Tllla  Durleux 
among  the  women,  and  Bassermann, 
Moissi,  Von  Sclilldk.raut  and  Hartan 
among  the  men,  all  of  whim  are  fam- 
ous in  Berlin  as  interpreters  of  Shake- 
speare. The  staging,  also,  is  much 
more  effective  than  In  many  London 
theaters. 

At  the  Neues  Schausplelhaus  the 
perlormances  of  "Julius  Caesar'  are 
among  each  season's  chief  attraction."?, 
while  in  theaters  of  lesser  magnitude 
"Hamlet"  and  'Macbeth  "  are  frequent- 
ly given  with  excellent  results,  both 
from  the  flnancial  and  artistic  point 
of  view. 

Popular  In  the  Xorth. 
It  is  In  the  north  .of  Germany,  in 
Prussia  and  Hamburg,  that  the  cult  of 
Shakespeare  Is  most  highly  developed. 
In  Munich,  however,  the  popular  mlnJ, 
both  at  the  Hof  and  the  Uesldenz  the- 
aters. Is  frequently  entertained  with 
performances  of  "Romeo  and  Juliet" 
and  '•Macbeth,'  alternately  with  the 
national  dramas  of  Schiller  and  Goethe. 
In  Stuttgart,  at  the  Schausplelhaus;  in 
Leipsic,  at  the  Stadttheater;  in  Dres- 
den, where  everything  English  is  ad- 
mired; in  Frankfort  and  Cologne,  his 
works  are  also  produced  with  great 
success. 

There  are  people  In  Germany  who 
reallv  believe  in  the  theory,  absurd 
though  it  is,  that  Shakespeare  was 
originally  a  German  called  Schuttel- 
speer,  and  the  average  German  looks 
on  him  as  though  he  belonged  to  some 
Teutonic  clan,  which  is  a  proof  of  the 
adiriration  in  which  he  is  held  In  the 
Fatherland. 

Jn  the  coming  tour  of  the  company 
now  acting  at  the  Deutsches  theater  in 
Berlin,  "Hamlet"  and  "Romeo  and 
•tuliit"  figure  in  the  list  of  "star'  per- 
formances, together  with  "Faust"  and 
"Wallenstein."  The  tour  will  Include 
not  only  Munich,  but  also  Brussels 
I'eople,  therefore,  who  intend  to  visit 
the  International  exhibition  in  Brus- 
sels this  summer,  or  the  art  center  of 
Bavaria,  in  the  proximity  of  which  tho 
Oher-Ammerg:iU  Passion  play  will  at- 
tract thousands  of  sightseers,  will  have 
an  opportunity  of  witnessing  German 
interpretation    of   Shakespeare. 

Ilaa  Beea  "Ueriunnlced." 
Shakespeare  has  been  "Germanized" 
for  the  Germans.  This  is  one  of  the 
greatest  compliments  to  his  genius. 
German  children  in  the  schools  read 
his  dramas,  the  translation  by  Von 
Schlegel  is  excellent  in  every  way  and 
shews  how  intimate  the  translator  was 
with  the  original.  Shakespearean  say- 
ings, proverbs,  and  sentences  have, 
moreover,  entered  into  the  ordinary 
conversation  as  though  they  had  been 
written  by  a  Gtrmnn. 

The  average  German  knows  more 
about  Shakespeare's  plays  than  the 
average  Englishman.  He  has  read 
then:  more  frequently,  seen  them  played 
more  often.  an;l  is  more  fully  acquaint- 
ed with  the  beauties  of  their  author's 
thoughts.  Many  Germans  have  learned 
Erglish  with  the  sole  object  of  being 
able  to  read  Shakespeare  in  the  orig- 
inal, and  England's  greatest  national 
genius  has,  comparatively  speaking, 
more  admirers  in  the  Fatherland  than 
in  the  British  empire.  In  Germany  his 
name  on  a  playbill  does  not  spell  ruin; 
it  attracts  crowds.

The  census  of  Duluth.  which  has  been  in  progress 
for  t  vo  weeks,  must   close  tomorrow. 

Are  you  counted?  Do  you  know  anybody  who  has 
been  overlooked?  If  you  have  not  been  counted,  and  if 
you  know  anybody  else  who  has  been  missed,  it  is  your 
duty  to  tell  the  census  officials  about  it.  Elsewhere  in 
The  Herald  tonight  you  will  find  full  directions  for  do- 
ing so. 

You  wish  your  city  to  make  as  good  a  showing  as 
possible,  and  if  you  know  of  any  way  in  which  you  can 
help  it  do  so,  for  your  own  sake  and  your  city's  sake 
you  -hould  do  it. 

Whatever  growth  may  come  to  Duluth  in  the  next 
few  years,  the  figures  resulting  from  the  present  count 
will  itand  as  the  city's  official  population  for  five  years. 
Though  in  three  years  Duluth  might  grow  to  be  a  city 
of  130,000,  if  the  enumeration  that  closes  tomorrow 
shows  75.000  people,  that  w^ll  be  the  official  count 
until  the  state  census  is  taken  in  1915. 

It  is  important,  therefore,  that  the  count  should  be 
full,  and  that  no  single  person  is  permitted  to  escape  it. 
Don't  be  afraid  of  calling  up  the  census  officials  if  you 
think  anybody  has  been  overlooked.  Even  if  it  turns 
out  that  you  were  mistaken,  no  harm  has  been  done, 
and  you  have   done  your  duty. 


A  BUSINESS-LIKE  GOVERNMENT. 

Congratulations  to  the  city  of  Mankato,  first  among 
Minnesota  communities  to  adopt  the  commission  form 
of  government  made  possible  by  a  law  put  through  the 
legislature  by  Senator  S.   D.  Works   of  that  city. 

Hercatter.  instead  of  a  mayor  and  a  council  of  alder- 
men selected  from  city  wards,  the  government  of  Man- 
kato will  consist  of  a  commission  of  five  members,  which 
will  have  ful!  charge  of  all  departments  of  city  business. 
Nearly  a  hundred  cities  in  this  country  have  thus  far 
adopt ed  this  form  of  government,  and  not  one  has  yet 
gone  back  to  the  old  system  which  has  made  municipal 
government  in  this  country  one  of  the  most  shameful 
objects    in    civilization. 

Hereafter,  iif  Mankato,   city   officers   will   not  be   se- 
lected because   they  are   Republicans  or  Democrats,  but 
because    the    people    believe    them    to   be    fitted   for    the 
places    they    seek.      Hereafter,    in    Mankato,    the    people 
need  not  wait  until  the  annual  or  biennial  election  to  re- 
move  an  officer  whom  they  believe  to  be  unfaithful   to 
his   trust,  fr.r  under   the  "recall"   they  can   displace  him 
at  any  time.     Hereafter,  in  Mankato,  if  the  city  govern- 
ment  faiU   tu   do    what   the    people    demand,   under   the 
"muiativc"  they   can  bring  about   any   step   they   please. 
Hereafter,    in    Mankato,    if    the    city    government    does 
something   that    the    people    do   not   approve,   they   will 
not  have  to  wait  to  elect  a  new  set  of  officers  to  change 
it,   for  under  the  "referendum"  they  can  vote  upon   the 
proposed  action  and  approve  or  reject  it  as  they  please. 
By     eliminating'     partisan     politics,     by     centralizing 
authority  and  responsibility,  by  giving  the  people  close 
control   of  their   city  government,  by  doing  away  with 
the  ward  system  which   inevitably  results  in  neglect  of 
the  common  interests  of  a  community,  by  providing  fa- 
cilities   for    prompt   removal    of   unsatisfactory    officials, 
by   cutting   away   the   red  tape   by    which   wastes   occur 
and  responsibility  is  so  divided  that  it  is  often  lost  al- 
together,  by    filling  all   branches   of   the   public    service 
with  a  view  to  fitness,— by  these  methods  the  commis- 
sion form  of  government  aims  to  put  public  business  on 
a  purely  business  basis.     It  is  no  magic  formula  to  take 
the  place  of  i)ublic  spirit,  for  nothing  can  do  that.     But 
h  gives  public  spirit  greater  opportunity  to  voice  itself 
than  the  old  system  does,  and  in  so  doing  it  gives  en- 
couragement   to    the    cultivation    of    public    interest    in 
public  affairs. 

Here's  hoping  Duluth  will  not  be  far  behind  Mankato 
in  adopting  the  commission  form  of  city  government. 


THIS  SHOULD  HELP.

THE  PEOPLE  AND  THEIR  GOVERNMENT. 
Do  you  ever  wonder  just  why  it  is  that  things  which 
the  people  wish  very  much  and  need  very  much  arc  so 
very  hard  to  get.  when  in  theory  this  is  a  government 
by,  of  and  for  the  people? 

Of  course  you  have  blamed  it  to  Aldrich  and  Cannon 
and  their  like;  but  did  you  ever  stop  to  account  ior 
Aldiich  and  Cannon?  They  aren't  the  whole  story;  there 
is  something  wrong,  something  very  deep-seated,  or  they 
wouldn't  be  possible  in  a  republic.  Such  men  might  stand 
in  tSie  way  of  a  people's  needs  and  aspirations  in  a  czar- 
doni  or  an  absolute  monarchy;  but  doesn't  it  seem  a  little 
strange,  to  say  the  least,  that  they  are  able  to  defeat  the 
people's  will  in  a  republic? 

The  people  want  government  in  their  interests,  and 
they  get  government  in  the  interests  of  the  greedy  few 
who  exploit  the  people  for  their  own  profit.  The  people 
wai  t  tariffs  made  in  a  statesmanlike  manner,  to  realize 
the  greatest  good  for  the  greatest  number,  and  they  get 
tariffs  devised  to  tax  the  many  for  the  excessive  profit  of 
c  fi  w.  The  people  want  a  parcels  post  and  postal  savings 
banks  and  old  age  pensions  and  lots  of  things  like  that; 
but  they  can't  get  them.  Why  is  this,  when  this  is  a 
democracy? 

Because  the  people  don't  own  their  own  government. 
Betause  custom  and  the  people's  neglect  have  built  up  so 
many  obstacles  between  the  people's  will  and  government 
that  it  is  only  rarely  that  government  responds  to  the 
pe(  pie's  will. 

You  are  permitted  to  vote  for  a  president,  but  you  are 
restricted  to  a  choice  between  two  men  put  up  by  party 
organizations,  and  you  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with 
making  these  selections.  You  are  not  permitted  to  vole 
for  United  States  senators;  the  legislatures  pick  these, 
and  although  you  elect  members  of  the  legislature,  it  is 
haid,  if  not  impossible,  to  get  your  choice  for  senator 
that  way.  You  can  vote  for  many  officers,  but  always 
you  are  restricted  to  what  the  parties  offer  you.  The  only 
step  that  has  been  taken  to  bring  the  people's  will  and 
go/ernment  closer  together  is  the  primary  election  sys- 
tem, and  you  will  remember  that  that  system  has  been 
foiight  bitterly  by  every  interest  which  profits  by  keeping 
tht  people  and  their  government  far  apart.  « 

What  is  needed  is  that  the  people  should  own  their 

ov\  n  government.    They  should  pick  their  own  candidates 

for  all  elective  offices  from  president  down,  and  political 

bosses,    who    always    are    servants    of    special    interests, 

shouldn't   be  allowed   to   do   the   choosing.     The   people 

should  be  able  to  control  the  making  of  their  own  laws  by 

direct  vote.    If  lawmakers  refuse  to  pass  a  law  the  people 

wish,  it  should  be  possible  for  the  people  to  initiate  such 

a  law,  to  have  it  referred  to  them  for  their  consideration, 

and  to  enact  it  if  the  law-making  body  is  recreant  to  its 

duty.     If  the  lawm.aking  body  passes  a  law  that  is  clearly 

against  the  interests  of  the  people,  the  people  should  have 

the  power  to  demand  that  that  law  be  referred  to  them 

for  consideration,  and  to  veto  it  if  it  does  not  please  them. 

If  lawmakers  or  public  officers  in  nation,  state  or  city  are 

utifaithful  to  their  public  trust,  the  people  should  have

Not  many  years  ago  people  feared  "night  air"  as 
though  it  were  the  noisome  effluvium  from  poisonous 
marshes.  So  they  slept  in  tightly  sealed  chambers,  and 
in  the  morning,  when  they  awoke,  the  air  in  these  cham- 
bers was  as  foul  and  heavy  as  the  air  in  a  charncl  house. 

N'ow.  people— a  great  many  people,  at  least— sleep 
with  wide  open  windows,  and  keep  the  air  they  breathe 
at  night  fresh  and  clean  and  wholesome.  Thousands  are 
sleeping  out  of  doors.  Many  others  are  bringing  the 
outdoors  indoors  by  the  use  of  window  tents  that  expose 
the  face  to  fresh  air  while  protecting  the  body  from  the 
cold.  Storm  windows  used  to  be  clamped  on  tightly  in 
the  fall,  and  never  opened  until  spring.  Now  they  swing 
widely  on  hinges,  and  are  kept  open  at  night.  There  are 
still  storm  windows  that  fasten  tightly,  but  even  when 
they  have  little  holes  in  the  bottom  about  as  big  as  lc«d 
pencils,  they  ought  to  be  forbidden  by  law. 

The  magic  of  fresh  air  as  a  curative  and  as  a  restorer 
of  bodily  health  has  been  proved  so  potent  that  many 
sensible  people  are  realizing  that  if  it  is  a  good  thing  for 
the  cure  of  sick  people,  if  it  will  restore  health  to  people

Why    the    InMurgents    InaurgC' 

Boston  Traveler:  It  Is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  the  reactionaries  In  politics 
should  try  to  misrepresent  the  aims 
and  i)uri)03es  of  those  who  have  come, 
for  want  of  a  better  word,  to  be  called 
"insurgents."  Such  men  as  Cannon, 
Payne  and  Dalzell  would  have  us  be- 
lieve that  the  insurgents  of  the  house 
of  representatives  are  trying  to  tear 
down  the  Republican  party,  while  In 
every  state  the  machine  forces — having 
had,  perforce,  to  leave  off  sneering  at 
the  movement — are  also  doing  their 
be.-^t  to  Inculcate  In  the  mind  of  parti- 
sans the  idea  that  these  men  who  are 
fighting  certain  things  are  Samsons 
who  would  bend  the  pillars  of  the  Re- 
publican   temple. 

This  makes  of  especial  Interest  an 
analysis  of  what  the  purposes  of  the 
Insuigents  are,  and  what  the  results 
will  be  If  Insurgency  becomes  success- 
ful and  operative,  written  by  Con- 
gressman Victor  Murdock  of  Kansas 
for  the  North  American  Review.

The      Reed    rules 
against        dilatory      motions       and    for 
counting   a  quorum   are   to   be  left   un- 
disturbed.     The    means    to    overcome   a 
filibuster  and  proceed  to  a  final  vote  on 
all    measurs    will    stand    in    all    its    ef- 
ficacy     It  Is  proposed  that  the  speaker 
shall  'surrender  his  monopoly   in  legis- 
lative initiation;   that  he  shall  give  up 
a  control    that   cuts   the    convictions   of 
representatives  to  fit   the  irregularities 
of   his   personal   caprices;    that   he    shall 
lose  his  power,  be  It  personal,  official  or 
both     which    enables    him    to    block    or 
delay   public  business   through    the   de- 
vice   of    the       pigeon-hole,     refusal    of 
con'^lderation   and  the  postponement  of 
mandatory  bills.     But  most  of  all.  It  is 
proposed  to   give  back  to  the  member- 
ship  of    the    hou.se    the      right   of   vital 
participation   in    legislation,    the     priv- 
ilege of  reflecting,  not  the  wish  of  the 
presiding  officer,   but  the  wish  of  their 
constituencies."  ^       .    .  *

If,  In  a  word,  he  had  been  a  progres- 
sive leader  Instead  of  a  reactionary 
leader,  fighting  as  stubbornly  for  pro- 
gressive ijolicies  as  he  has  stubbornly 
defended  and  advocated  policies  that 
are  the  reverse  of  progressive — 

What  a  popular  president,  what  a 
loved  an  invincible  leader  of  all  that 
is  best  In  Americanism,  he  would  be 
today 

The  secret  of  his  unpopularity  now, 
the  reason  why,  through  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  land,  his  party  is 
falling  to  pieces  like  a  house  of  cards 
in  a  gale,  is  that  these  things  which 
he  failed  to  do  are  the  very  things  that 
his  most  ardent  supporters  had  ex- 
per-ted  him  to  do.  while  the  things 
which  he  did  do  were  what  those  same 
supporters  were  fighting  against  be- 
fore the  convention  which  nominated 
him  and  In  the  campaign  which  elected 
him.  „ 

Taft.  vouched  for  by  Roosevelt,  sup- 
ported by  the  majority  of  the  people 
on  Roosevelt's  word  as  a  progressive, 
and  reluctantly  nominated  by  a  stand- 
pat  convention  because  Roosevelt  com- 
manded it,  has  disappointed  and  of- 
fended his  friends  and  delighted  be- 
ycnd  measure  his  enemies.  The  man 
who  was  nominated  and  elected  as  a 
piogressive  candidate  lost  no  time  In 
making  himself  an  enemy  and  oppon- 
ent of  practically  every  progressive 
leader  in  congress,  and  an  ally  atid 
friend  of  Aldrich  and  Smoot  and  Can- 
non and  Dalzell.  with  a  trust  lawyer 
from  Wall  street  for  his  most  trusted 
adviser  ,  . 

And  the  pity  of  It,  from  his  own 
viewpoint  at  least,  is  that  he  guessed 
wrong.  It  is  true  he  was  loyal  to  the 
old-time  principles  and  traditions  of 
his  party,  on  which  it  had  won  so 
many  victories  and  which  had  made  It 
great  But  he  was  disloyal  to  what 
might  be  called.

Had  Taft  guessed  right,  and  acted 
accordingly.  Republican  progresslva- 
ness  would  today  be  Republican  regu- 
larity, and  the  standpatters  would  bo 
the  insurgents.  He  himself  would  be  a 
man  greater  than  his  maker,  and 
party  would   be  invincible.

Mayor  Gaynor  Flays  Publisher 

at  Banquet  in  New 

York, 

Effort    of    Accused   Mans 

Friend  to  Defend  Him  Is 

Drowned  in  the  Din. 


New  York,  April  2».— The  regular 
joint  dinner  of  the  Associated  Press 
and  the  American  Newspaper  Publish- 
ers' association  was  thrown  into  riot- 
ous and  prolonged  disorder  last  night 
when  Thomas  T.  Williams,  business 
n.anager  for  William  R.  Hearst,  was 
refused  permission  to  speak  as  he 
rose  to  reply  to  biting  criticisms  made 
by  Mayor  Gaynor  of  Mr.  Hearst's  part 
In  journalism.  For  twenty-flve  min- 
utes the  uproar  continued,  while  men 
stood  on  their  chairs  and  women  craned 
from  the  balconies  oE  the  banquet 
hall. 

•Mr.  Hearst  Is  not  here.  I  am  his 
friend,  and  have  a  right  to  be  heard," 
shouted  Mr.  Williams,  climbing  onto 
the  speaker's  table  and  shaking  his 
ttst  In  the  face  of   tlie  mayor. 

"Put  him  out."  "shut  up,"  "free 
speech,"  came  from  all  parts  of  the 
hall. 

N.  C.  Wright  of  the  Cleveland  Lead- 
er hammered  In  vain  for  order,  while 
Mr.  Williams  stood  Impassive,  but  ob- 
stinate, and  waited,  with  folded  arms, 
to  be  heard. 

Uch«  aa  Peacemiiker. 
"This  Is  a  disgrace  to  the  press  of 
the  United  States.  It  must  end," 
shouted  Adolph  S.  Ochs.  proprietor  of 
the  New  York  Times,  as  he  stood  on 
his  chair  behind  the  toastmaster.  and 
begged  for  a  word.  "Mr.  VVllliams.  I 
promise  you,  has  less  than  forty  words 
to  speak.  Liet  me  say  them  for  him.  " 
"No;  no."  yelled  the  diners. 

"Mr.    Williams "    began    Mr.    Ochs. 

"No!"  broke  in  the  thoroughly 
angered  diners,  with  added  Insistence. 
Mr.  Ochs  sat  down,  while  the  or- 
chestra thundered  "Dixie."  but  Mr. 
Williams  still  kept  hl.s  feet,  and  a  sem- 
blance of  calm  was  not  restored  until 
Rev.  Newell  Dwight  Hillls  of  Brook- 
lyn, with  a  felicitous  speech,  brought 
laughter  that  drove  away  anger. 

The  directors,  executives  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Associated  Press  and  the 
publisher.s'  association  had  met  at  their 
annual  joint  banquet  at  the  Waldorf- 
Astoria  to  forget  for  a  while  that  there 
are  aeroplane  flights  to  follow,  mine 
disasters  to  cover,  murder  and  divorce 
trials,  legislative  inaulrles,  tariff  dis- 
cussions and  race  suicide;  and  to  sink 
for  the  moment  their  wholesome  rival- 
ries as  competitors  In  a  sense  of  their 
fellowship  in  one  free  session,  the 
fourth  estate. 

Gnynor  Flmt  Speaker. 
Seven  hundred  sat  down  to  the  ta- 
bles, and  alter  'he  coffee  had  l>eon 
brought  In  the  hosts  began  to  hear 
things  about  themselves  from  their 
guests.  Mayor  Gaynor,  the  guest  of 
honor,  and  first  si>eaker,  took  for  his 
subject,  "The  Press  In  Its  Relations  to 
Public  Officials."  He  spoke,  as  is  his 
wont,  and  as  ho  had  been  Invited  to 
do,   without  mincmg  words. 

"Those  having  power,"  he  said, 
'should  use  It  justly,  kindly  and  mod- 
erately. That  makes  thoir  acts  all 
the  more  effective.  I  measure  my  words 
in  saying  your  power  for  good  lb  Im- 
mense, your  power  for  evil  la  not  so 
great  as   some   may   think. 

"The  public  official  who  tries  his 
best  to  do  right  and  who  knows  how 
to  do  right,  cannot  be  hurt  by  you. 
Some  may  abuse  hint  even  lie  and  forge 
about  him,  but  they  are  powerless  to 
hurt  him.  You  can  neither  make  nor 
un-make  an  honest  and  competent  of- 
nclal. 

"If  a  publisher  or  editor  be  himself 
a  perennial  officeseeker,  he  may  de- 
sire to  assassinate  everyone  in  his 
way,  and  then,  alas,  what  a  disgrace 
he    brings    on    journalism."  , 

Attack  on   Hearst. 
These         references,  unmistakably 

drawn  from  the  mayor's  own  political 
experiences  in  a  campaign  or  unex- 
anr.pled  bitterness  just  pa.ssed.  ho  drove 
home  in  names  and  specirtc  Instances. 
In  a!i  attack  of  almost  unexampled  blt- 
ternes?  on  William  K.  Hearst  who  ran 
against  him  for  the  mayoralty  and  has 
since  criticised  his  administration 
sharply,  he  applied  epithets  seldom 
beard  In    public   speeches. 

Then  followed  the  scene  heretofore 
described. 

When  order  was  restored,  Woodrow 
■^v'ilson,  president  of  Princeton  unlver- 
s<lty  spoke  on  the  celerity  with  which 
world-wide  news  and  the  attendant 
comment  Is  transmitted  by  telegraph, 
en-.phaslzed  the  decline  of  the  editorial 
in  power  and  the  growing  Importance 
of  tlie  prompt,  accurate  and  unbiased 
news  gatherer. 

George  Ade,  himself  a  newspaper 
man,  spoke  In  a  lighter  vein  and  won 
the  laughter  of  his  audience  by  his 
deft  touches  on  trials  and  enjoyments 
they  had  all  alike  experienced. 
MeMitages  From  KIuk«. 
Throughout  the  dinner,  as  If  to 
realize  the  oppositeness  of  President 
Wilson's  speech  and  to  emphasize  the 
co-ordination  of  the  whole  world, 
cable  messages  of  greeting  to  the 
American  Press  were  read  as  they 
flashed  in  in  brief  Intervals  from 
American        representatives  abroad, 

rulers  and  dignitaries  of  Europe,  Asia. 
Africa  and  South   America. 

Cheers  broke  out  from  every  table 
as  Col.  Roosevelt's  was  read,  and  as 
they  subsided  a  male  quartette  sang 
the  following  burlesque  on  "Anybody 
Here  Seen  Kelly r' 

"Has  anybody  here  seen  Teddy?" 

T.  E.  double  D.  Y. 
Has   anybody   here   seen   Teddy? 

Have   you   seen  him   smile? 
Sure,  his  copy's  hot,  his  taste  Is  true 

He's  a     newsman     through     and 
through. 
Has  anybody   here  seen   Teddy?

The  remainder  of  the  dinner  passed 
off  without  incident  and  in  the  best  of 
good  fellowship. 

Mr.  Williams   left  the  hall  early,  63- 
corted   by   a    number   of   his   friends. 
Attack    on    Heamt. 

That  part  of  Mayor  Qaynor's  speech 
referred  to  Mr.  Hearst  was  as  follows: 

•If  a  publisher  or  editor  be  himself 
a  perennial  office-seeker,  he  may  de- 
sire to  assassinate  every  one  whome  h* 
thinks  In  his  way,  and  then,  alas, 
wliat  a  dii^grace  he  brings  upon  jour- 
nalism. It  is  painful  to  mention  such 
acts,  but  we  should  not  shrink  from 
doing  It  In  a  kindly  spirit  and  for  the 
sake  of  good.  You  expect  me  to  be 
plain  and  not  abate  a  jot  or  a  tittle.  A 
newspaper  proprietor  or  editor  who  is 
simply  bent  on  cutting  throats  Is  an 
awful  spectacle.  In  no  nook  or  corner 
of  his  head  or  heart  Is  there  the 
slightest  sense  of  truth  or  justice.  We 
may  pity  him,  but  cannot  in  the  in- 
terests of  public  morality  and  decency 
remain  silent  about  him. 

Rcaenti*  Attack  on  Him. 
"Let  me  illustrate  by  mentioning 
one  thing  out  of  many.  As  late  as  the 
15th  of  this  month.  W.  R.  Hearst 
printed  in  his  principal  newspaper  here 
the  fac-sl'mlle  of  a  draft  on  the  treas-.^ 
ury  of  this  city  for  $48,000  with  head- 
lines and  an  article  attributing  such 
draft  and  the  expenditure  to  the  pres- 
ent mavor.  The  headlines  and  artcle 
assert  that  I  fixed  the  award  and 
amount  and  paid  it,  and  the  draft  of 
the  treasury  is  printed  to  prove  It. 
But  when  you  look  at  the  draft  aa 
given  In  the  article  (but  how  few  peo- 
ple scrutinized  It  that  closely),  you 
perceive    that    the    date    of    it    Is    left

Not  a  week  has  gone  by 
without  his  family  receiving  some 
grateful  testimonial,  spoken  or  written, 
from  all  sorts  of  needy  people  whonv 
this  man  had  first  pledged  "never  to- 
tell  "  and  then  wisely  and  kindly  as- 
sisted. The  story  is  an  evangel,  but, 
of  course,  can   never   be  told. 

It  appears,  in  plain  language,  that 
it  was  the  "hard  man's  "  constant  prac- 
tice to  search  for  himself  the  places- 
where  a  little  help  would  save  a  life 
or  career.

Lemon  Jelly  is  far  from  the  ordinary 
If  a  trick  or  two  is  played  with  it  To 
two  and  one-half  cupfuls  of  boiling 
water  add  one  cupful  of  sugar  and 
four  cloves;  again  bring  to  the  boiling 
point  and  let  boil  two  minutes.  Re- 
move from  the  range  and  add  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  granulated  gelatine 
soaked  in  one-half  cupful  of  cold 
water,  and  one-half  cupful  of  lemon 
juice.

The  appreciation  of  such  facilities 
was  shown,  he  said,  by  the  large  and 
constanllv  increasing  attendance  not 
only  at  the  universities  and  technical 
colleges  supported  by  the  states,  but 
also  at  the  colleges  of  private  founda- 
tion. 

MuM  Prepnr*  For  I-lfe. 
The  ambassador  said  he  would  re- 
mind the  students  that  in  their  col- 
lege years  they  had  to  prepare  them- 
selves not  only  for  their  special  voca- 
tion in  life,  be  it  commercial  or  pro- 
fessional, but  also  for  life  Itself.  They 
had  to  acquire  those  interests  and 
tastes  which  would  make  the  enjoy- 
ment  of  their  after  years. 

They  must  learn  lo  love  literature 
and  history;  they  must  learn  to  think 
about  those  great  things  which  had 
occupied  the  human  mind  in  the  past 
and  were  treated  of  In  the  works  of 
the  most  famous  men  of  older  days. 
Let  them  never  be  afraid  lo  spend  lime 
on  studies  which  seemed  remote  from 
our  ^own  times.  And  let  them  remem- 
her  in  every  study,  be  it  scientific  or 
Uterarv  and  historical,  the  essential 
thing  "was  to  be  thorough,  to  face  and 
master  every  difficulty:  to  be  sure  that 
what  one  knew  was  known  accurate- 
ly.

Finely  Dressed  Burglar  Has 
to  Dodge  Policeman's  Re- 
volver Shots. 

New  York,  April  29.— A  gentlemanly 
burglar  In  evening  dress,  who  Invaded 
the  uptown  home  of  Policeman  Joseph 
Dougherty  early  today,  received  a 
warmer  welcome  than  he  expected. 
Policeman  Dougherty  wears  three 
medals  testifying  to  his  ability  as  an 
expert  with  the  revolver,  and  three 
shots  from  the  policeman  s  pistol  en- 
couraged the  intruder  lo  beat  a  hasty 
retreat.  He  probably  owes  his  life 
to  tlie  fact  that  the  first  cartridge 
failed   to   explode. 

The  policeman's  wife  screamed  as 
she  saw  a  form  climb  into  the  room. 
Dougherty  jumped  out  of  bed,  seized 
his  revolver  and  pulled  the  trigger. 
Instead  of  the  report  of  the  %veapon 
there  was  only  a  dull  click.  Before 
he  could  puU  the  trigger  aga  n  his 
wife  shouted.  "Don't  kill  him,"  and 
knocked  the  gun  from  his  hand. 
Dougherty  groped  for  it  in  the  dark- 
ness and  rigained  it  in/«"i«  t«  «^« 
three  ineffective  shots  after  the  burg- 
lar as  the  latter  raced  down  the 
street.

The  Dlan  was  revealed  and  interrupted 
by  John  Hansons  watchfulness  and 
thereby  he  performed  a  service  that 
cannot    be    overvalued. 

"In  the  three  succeeding  sessloris  of 
the  Continental  Congress  John  Han- 
son was  involved  in  the  great  cam- 
paign .  whose  .  ultlmale  ^  ylctory    a  ter.d 


the  whole  course  of  our  political  .ife 
In  the  journal  of  congress  »t  is  re- 
corded that  John  Hanson,  Mai  chl, 
1781  signed  and  attested  the  articles 
of  confederation  for  the  United  States. 
U  was  this  act  that  placed  the  crown 
on  Hanson's  historical  service  to  his 
country  and  his  career.  The  wide  con- 
sequences of  the  campaign  which  ended 
with  Hanson's  signing  of  the  articles 
should    be  clearly   stated. 

"We  must  remember  that  all  the  other 
stales  had  approved  the  articles  while 
Maryland  in  May,  1779.  informed  con- 
Kres"s  of  its  unalterable  decision  to  re- 
fuse to  sign  until  it  received  absolv.t  ? 
certainty   that  the  northwestern   terri- 


tory should  become  common  property  of 
the  United  States,  which  by  .-ongrehs 
could  be  divided  into  frae  and  inde- 
pendent states. 

••John  Hanson  was  a  tir.-less  <  ham- 
pion  of  tills  demand  from  his  state 
and  in  September.  17S.1,  cor.gi'BS 
yielded  to  this  demand  and  after  Han- 
son by  this  triumph,  whicn  had  been 
gained  bv  his  delermin^-d  wu-k,  knew 
that  he  had  laid  tlie  broad  and  deep 
foundation  for  a  federal  union  he 
signed   the  articles  of  confederation. 

••John  Hanson's  name  and  his  share 
in  tills  important  action  will  perpetual- 
ly  be  associated  with  the  laying  of  the  j 
cornerstone  from  which  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  Stales  has  grown. 
The  federation  was  now  complete  and 
on  Nov.  5,  1781,  Hanson  was  elected 
as  the  first  president  of  the  conferera- 
tion's  congress.  By  his  election  to  the 
presidency  of  the  congress  Hanson 
from  a  political  standpoint  became  the 
highest  officer  in  the  United  States  and 
represented  its  dignity.  His  title  was 
•President  of  the  United  States  in 
Congress  Assembled.' 

"In  this  way  a  Scandinavian  became 
the  first  president  of  the  United  States. 

"After  the  decisive  victory  at  York- 
town,  President  Hanson  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  welcoming  Gen.  George  ^^  ash- 
Ington  and  presenting  him  to  congress 
which  then  was  assembled  In  Philadel- 
phia. His  term  as  president  ended 
Nov  1,  17S2,  and  after  he  together 
with  Gen.  Washington  had  participated 
in  a  reception  in  honor  of  Count  Axel 
vonFersen,  of  Socletas  Scanrlnaviensis 
in  City  Tavern,  Dec.  11.  he  left  Phila- 
delphia and  returned  to  his  cherisAed 
home  stale.  His  health  was  shattered. 
He  had  worn  himself  out  in  his  coun- 
try's service.     He  died  Nov.  22,   17b3,  68 

^^"One'^hundred  and  twenty  years  after 
his  death  the  state  of  Maryland  s-iowed 
his  memory  the  highest  honor  that  an 
American  st.ate  can  grant  to  a  citizen 
by  raising  his  statue  in  Statuary  han 
in    the   capitol   at    Washington,    D.    C. 

'We  are  not  able  to  honor  fully  l.ie 
Scandinavian  heroes  who  ^5o,.n«t)ly 
helped  and  aided  In  the  upbuilding  of 
our  country  and  the  Introduction  of 
our  system  of  government,  but  we 
should  at  least  preserve  and  protect 
their    memories.  "

States.  1  cannot  suppose  that  the  fed- 
eral Constitution  was  drawn  by  men 
who  proposed  to  put  into  the  hands 
of  one  set  of  authorities  the  power 
of  making  promises  and  then  withheld 
from  them  the  means  of  fulfilling 
them."

Court  Building. 

Bids  Also  Being  Received 
for  Beautifying  Court- 
house Grounds.

An  Important  meeting  of  the  county 
commissioners  will  be  held  May  5.  At 
that  time  tJie  bids  for  the  new  county 
building  at  Virginia  will  be  opened, 
and  it  Is  e.vpected  tlmt  the  contract 
will  be  let.  The  architect's  estimate 
on  the  building  at  the  time  he  drew  the 
plans  was  about  $75.iW0.  Many  bids 
liave  been  already  Hied,  and  It  is  ex- 
pected that  several  more  will  come  in 
before  tiie  meeting,  as  the  inquiry  at 
the  county  autditor  s  office  has  been 
l.risk. 

Bids  for  the  work  of  the  beautlflca- 
tion  of  the  courthouse  grounds  are 
coming  in  rapidly.  These  bids  will  be 
opened    at    the    same    meeting.  The 

liardest  thing  about  this  contract  is 
tlie  securing  of  surface  earth.  The 
contractors  say  that  black  muck  is 
very  scarce  about  the  city,  and  while 
on  a  small  job  a  matter  ot  three  or 
four  loads  is  easy,  when  it  comes  to  the 
quantity  ll)at  Is  needea  they  say  it  Is 
an  altogether  different  matter.  It  Is 
expected  that  the  work  will  be  started 
as  .sdon  as  liie  contract  is  let. 

Every  one  is  anxious  tliat  work  on 
the  grounds  be  started  as  soon  as 
possible.  The  government  will  tear 
down  tlie  fence  whicli  now  separates 
the  two  properties,  and  the  ground 
will  be  Improved  to  conlorm  with  the 
improvements  to  be  made  on  the 
county  property.  Work  on  the  grounds 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  court- 
liouse  has  been  going  on  tor  some 
lime.  The  ground  has  been  stripped  of 
tlie  sod  laid  last  fall  and  the  plants, 
trees  and  shrubs  are  being  planted. 
This  is  a  part  of  the  general  plan,  al- 
lliough  It  is  not  included  in  the  con- 
tract  to   be   let   next   week. 

There  are  several  biiin  in  for  the 
material  in  the  old  courtiiouse.  This 
contract,  which  it  is  'expected  will  be 
let  at  tlie  May  meetlrif;,  includes  the 
tearing  down  and  cartin-g  away  of  the 
materials  contained  in  the  old  build- 
ing. The  time  limit  has  been  length- 
ened to  sixty  days,  and  the  succe^-•sful 
hiddor  must  remove  the  old  building 
without  damage  to  the  grounds. 

There  are  several  roads  to  be  legal- 
ized and  the  hearing  on  the  division 
of  the  town  ot  Prairie  Lake  will  take 
place.  ,       , 

The  contract  will  be  let  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Vermilion  road.  Only 
a  few  miles  are  to  be  repaired  before 
the  road  will  be  in  the  best  kind  of 
shape.  At  their  last  meeting  the  oom- 
mi-^sioners  called  for  bids  on  the 
work.  ^, 

The  kiosk  given  to  the  city  some  time 
ago  probably  not  occupy  the  place  that 
was  at  first  Intended  for  It.  .Several 
things  interfere,  and  It  will  probably 
be  placed  at  a  cro.>^s  path  in  the  middle 
of  the  Fourth  avenue  lot  when  the 
improvements  are  finally  completed. 

There  are  a  number  of  smaller  mat- 
ters to  come  before  the  commissioners. 
There  are  roads  to  be  considered.  Im- 
provements to  be  granted,  and  applica- 
tion has  been  made  for  some  liquor 
licenses  in  the  country  districts.

JUDGE  CLOUOH  DIES. 

Former  Pioneer  and  Jurist  Passes 
Away  at  He:   *  in  the  West. 

Judge  .Solon  11.  Clough,  pioneer  resi- 
dent of  Superior,  and  for  eight  year^ 
on  tlie  circuit  court  bench  for  tnl.s 
judicial  district,  died  yesterday  at  I.e 
Mesa,  Cal.,  nf>ar  San  Diego,  where  he 
has  made  his  home  for  the  past  fif- 
teen   years,    since    he    left   Superior. 

He  was  nearly  82  years  of  age.

The  word  so  inseparably  associated 
In  the  New  England  mind  with  turkey 
is  not  in  Johnson's  or  Bailey's  diction- 
aries. Perhaps  the  colonists  adapt  It 
from  the  German  Kranichbeere  or 
Kranbeere,  the  berry  now  known 
preferably  by  German  lexicographers 
as  Affenheere.  Wherever  the  name 
came  from  it  appeared  in  English  lit- 
erature In  1Q72.  as  noted  above,  and 
from  a  writer  of  1694  we  know  that 
cranberry  tarts  were  then  relished,  as 
they  were  later  by.

COPPERS  HAVE 
SOME  SUPPORT 

Better  Tone  at  the  Close, 

Following  a  Weak 

Opening. 

The  market  showed  some  resistance 
today,  and  values  at  the  close  were 
higher  than  at  the  opening,  some  of 
the  leaders  scoring  good  advances.  The 
market  early  gave  indications  of  being 
oversold  and  after  initial  declines 
values  showed  signs  of  firming  and 
with  the  exception  of  occasional  re- 
lapses when  support  was  withdrawn 
the    market    marched    steadily    upward. 

There  was  no  buying  of  an  invest- 
ment nature  nor  was  there  any  sup- 
port from  the  longs  or  the  big  In- 
terests. There  is  only  a  small  long  in- 
terest in  existence  as  most  oftiie  long 
lines  were  shaken  out  some  time  ago. 
Tlie  leaders  are  not  getting  any  sup- 
port except  from  shorts.  On  every 
bulge  lately  the  shorts  have  seized  the 
opportunities  to  put  out  new  lines  and 
the  outlook  is  for  a  similar  condition 
on    the    current    reaction. 

The  English  budget  is  out  of  the 
way.  which  should  relieve  the  fears 
of  the  landed  classes  and  those  who 
intluence  the  foreign  markets  to  the 
greatest  extent.  The  settlement  of  this 
disturbing  factor  caused  a  more  op- 
timistic lone  abroad  today  and  stocks 
there  opened  firm,  communicating  a 
favorable    inliuence    to    this    side. 

The  copper  metal  market  Is  still 
weak.  The  producers'  report  for  April 
will  show  a  large  Increase  In  stocks 
in  this  country,  the  only  question  of 
doubt  being  the  amount  of  the  gain. 
r>oniestlc  deliveries  probably  will  ap- 
proximate 65,000.000  pour\da  and  the 
exports  probably  will  not  exceed  35.- 
000.000  pounds  unless  much  of  the  cop- 
per which  Europe  took  In  the  middle 
of  this  month  leaves  the  refineries  in 
time  to  appear  in  the  producers'  April 
report    of   exports.

Mrs.  Dossie 
Cohen,  the  sister,  hurried  upstairs  and 
found  Dora  lying  on  tlie  bed  In  evident 
pain.  A     carbolic     acid     bottle,     with 

about  an  ounce  of  the  duM  missing,  lay 
near  the  bed,  mute  evidence  of  what 
iiad    taken  place. 

Physicians  were  hastily  summoned, 
but  emetics  failed  on  account  of  the 
quantity  of  the  poison  taken  and  the 
time  that  had  elapsed  before  the  dis- 
covery of  the  girl's,  condition.  Slie 
died  about  a  half  hour  after  Mrs.  Cohen 
made  the    discovery. 

Relatives  of  the  dead  girl  refuse  to 
accept  the  suicide  thWty.  They  say 
Dora  had  no  causae' tqj}  end  her  life 
In  summary  manner^  Jphe  had  been 
slightly  ill  for  a  ttfr  ways,  but  had 
always  been  a  heaitfiySgirl  formerly. 
She  was  quiet,  but  ifior  given  to  de- 
spordency  or  brooding.

The  result  does  not  show  whether 
the  adulteration  consisted  In  the  addi- 
tion of  water  or  in  the  subtraction  of 
cream,  but  as  a  rule  tiiis  matters  little 
to  the  consumer.  What  he  wants  to 
know  is  whether  or  not  he  got  what  he 
paid    for.  . 

The  suspected  milk  is  stirred  with  a 
spoon  in  order  to  disseminate  into  the 
whole  liciuid  tiie  cream  which  may 
have  come  to  the  surface.  Then  one 
volume  of  milk  is  pouied  into  fifty 
volumes  of  water — one  fluid  ounce  to 
two  and  a  lialf  i>ints. 

A  candle  is  lighted  in  a  dark  room 
The  exnerimenter  takes  an  ordinary 
drinking  glass  with  a  Hat  and  even 
bottom  and  holds  It  immediately  above 
the  candle  at  .a  distance  of  about  one 
foot  from  it  ro  as  to  be  able  to  see 
the  fiame  of  the  candle  through  the 
bottom  of  the  glass.  He  then  pours 
slowly  the  diluted  milk  into  the  glass. 
The  flam.e  becomes  less  and  les.s 
bright  as  the  level  of  the  liquid  rises 
into  the  glass.  The  flame  is  soon  re- 
duced to  a  dull  white  spot.  A  little 
more  liquid  slowly  added  so  as  to 
avoid  pouring  an  excess  and  tlie  flame 
becomes  abscTlutely  invisible.  All  that 
renrains  to  be  done  is  to  measure  the 
height  of  the  liquid  in  the  glass,  this 
being  most  conveniently  ascertained 
bv  dipping  it. to  it  a  strip  of  paste- 
i  t.bard  and  then  measuring  the  wet 
part.  It  should  measure  not  over  an 
inch  if  the  milk   Is  pure. 

With  good  quality  milk  diluted  and 
tested  IS  stated  the  dep'h  wiU  be 
about  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  before 
the  flame  Is  last  to  view.  A  mixture 
of  one  volume  of  milk  and  half  a  vol- 
ume of  water  Should  show  .a  depth  of 
one  and  one-half  inches.  A  deptli  of 
]  two  inches  indicates  eith*r  partially 
skimmed  milk  or  a  mixture  of  one 
volume  of  good  milk  with  one  of 
water.

Mr.  Henry  stated  that  he  wished  to 
correct  the  itnpressiot  tiiat  had  gone 
out  that  timothy  tteldj  are  a  benefit  to 
tlie  farmers.

"•luietly  dropped,  "  is  news  to  this  sec- 
tion of  the  ^tate.  wliere  the  possibility 
of  his  becoming  the  Democratic  candi- 
date for  coi  gress  has  been  widely  and 
favorably  commented  upon  by  press  and 
I)eople.

Tawney,  the  Deathbed  Convert. 

That  the  Republican  party  of  Minne- 
sota, or  the  men  who  run  the  machine, 
wlii  follow  the  program  Indicated  by 
C.  E.  Elmquist  in  the  interview  pub- 
lished yesterday  and  declare  for  a 
tariff  commission.  Is  generally  believed 
in  many  quarters.  The  Payne-Aldrich 
bill,  apparently,  is  to  sink  Into  oblivion, 
if  the  Republicans  can  push  It  down 
into  that  region.  The  state  press  is 
tailing  a  lively  Interest  in  this  prob- 
ability. It  is  pointed  out  by  some  that 
what  the  people  want  is  quick  relief 
from  the  oppressive  burdens  Imposed 
by  the  Payne-Aldrlch  tariff  law,  and 
that  the  commission  proposition  means 
only  delay,  by  which  the  protected  in- 
terests will  be  the  sole   beneficiaries. 

Any  discussion  of  what  the  Repub- 
lican convention  Is  likely  to  do  with 
the  tariff  issue  veers  inevitably  to  the 
subject  of  Tawney  ar^i  his  chances  in 
the  First  district.  The  action  of  the 
Rochester  Post  and  Record,  which  two 
years  ago  opposed  Tawney,  in  coming 
out  for  the  congressman  now,  has  been 
widely  commented  upon  as  an  Import- 
ant break  In  the  ranks  of  the  opposi- 
tion press.  The  Rochester  paper,  bas- 
ing Us  magnanimity  on  Tawney's  In- 
dorsement of  the  tariff  commission 
plan,  agrees  to  let  the  Payne-Aldrich 
law  rank  as  a  bygone  and  forgotten 
thing.  As  to  Cannon,  the  Post  and 
Record  says  It  was  natural  for  Tawney 
to  show  gratitude  toward  his  con- 
gressional foster  father. 

Tawne.y  has  cut  himself  adrift  from 
standpattism,  according  to  the  Roch- 
ester editor,  who  is  A.  W.  Blakely,  by 
declaring  for  a  scientific  tariff  commis- 
sion. That  Is  Important,  If  true;  also 
a   big   news    item. 

The  Red  Wing  Free  Press  pays  Its 
respects  to  the  Republican  state  of- 
ficeholders who  have  indorsed  Tawney 
in    these   words: 

"Tl>e  state  capitol  crowd  of  office- 
holders Is  professing  much  sympathy 
for  Standpatter  Tawney  in  his  pres- 
ent predicament  of  having  lost  caste 
with  his  constituents  at  home.  Taw- 
ney, while  In  congress,  has  Ignored 
his  constituents;  and  now,  that  he 
wants  to  'oe  re-elected,  the  latter  pro- 
pose to  Ignore  him.  His  repudiation  by 
the  First  district  voters  will  cause  a 
cog  to  slip  in  the  joint  Federal-Minne- 
sota office-holding  machine,  of  which 
the  state  capitol  officials  are  part,  de- 
moralizing its  smooth  running.  Hence 
those  tears  at  Minnesota's  White 
House."

The  state  press  delights  In  editorial 
references  to  J.  Adam  Bede.

The  present  represent- 
ative, H.  P.  Webb,  has  been  a  good 
able  member,  but  he  has  extensive  pri- 
ate  interests  and  has  served  the  pub- 
lic well  for  two  terms,  and  it  is  some- 
what doubtful  if  he  will  care  to  re- 
turn."

W.  Allen  received  a  message  from 
Washington  today  authorizing  them  to 
keep  the  office  In  the  Commercial  club 
and  the  books  of  the  census  open  for 
two  or  three  days  to  take  care  of  tele- 
phone calls  and  coupons  sent  in  by 
mall.  No  enumerators  will  be  kept 
on  duty  during  those  days,  except  to 
respon(J  to  telephone  calls  In  case 
whole   families   have    been   missed. 

If  you  have  neither  seen  an  enu- 
merator nor  filled  out  an  Individual 
slip  by  12  o'clock  tonight,  you  have 
been   missed. 

It  is  your  duty  to  the  city,  to  your 
fellow  citizens  and  to  the  government 
under  which  you  live  to  call  up  the 
census  bureau  and  tell  the  officials  or 
to  fill  out  the  accompanying  coupon 
and  mail  it  to  the  census  bureau. 

-The  estimate  that  thousands  of  peo- 
ple have  been  missed  is  based  on  in- 
quiry which  revealed  tiiat  20  per  cent 
of  a  large  number  of  people,  chosen 
at  random,  had  not  been  enumerated. 
Of  course  the  general  percentage  Is 
not  that  high,  but  It  Is  a  safe  bet  that 
between  5  and  10  per  cent  of  the  people 
In    Duluth    have    not    been    enumerated. 

Those  people  are  remiss  in  their 
duty. 

The  census  officials  have  worked 
hard.  The  best  enumerators  that 
could  be  obtained  were  employed  and 
the  supervisor  has  fried  to  Impress  on 
them  the  necessity  for  thorough,  con- 
scientious work. 

It  is  Inconceivable  that  such  a  task 
as  the  taklnjp:  of  a  census  in  Duluth 
could  be  perfectly  done.  Human  na- 
ture  is   fallible. 

But  on  the  whole,  the  enumerators 
have  done  good  work.  They  have 
called  at  houses  five  or  six  times  on 
the  trail  of  one  man.  They  have  con- 
scientiously reported  houses  closed 
and  people  not  being  at  home  and  the 
officials  have  tried  to  look  thetn  up. 
They  have  left  individual  slips  at 
rooming  houses  and  have  impressed 
on  the  people  in  charge  of  the  houses 
that  it  is  necessary  that  the  slips  be 
filled  out. 

ThousnndM    of   Roomera. 

There's  the  rub.  Duluth  has  thou- 
sands of  people  rooming.  On  the 
people  who  have  roomers  or  boarders 
and  on  the  roomers  and  boarders  them- 
selves devolved  a  duty  that  some  of 
them  have  neglected. 

The  enumerator  cannot  always  be 
at  a  rooming  house  when  the  roomers 
are  home.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  people 
In  the  house  to  stand  by  and  see  that 
the  census  slips  are  filled  out  and  then 
to  give  them  to  the  census  enumer- 
ator. 

There  is  a  penalty  of  $500  fine  for 
a  keeper  of  a  boarding  house  or  a  ho- 
tel or  a  rooming  house,  who  fails  to 
assist  the  census  enumerators. 

It  Is  now  up  to  those  who  have  not 
been  enumerated.  The  census  officials 
have  done  their  part.  They  worked 
conscientiously  and  have  tried  to  give 
Duluth  a  complete  and  accurate  count. 

Thousands  of  people  have  shown  a 
willing  spirit.  The  telephones  in  the 
census  office  in  the  Commercial  club 
were  ringing  continually  this  morning 
and  hundreds  of  names  were  reported 
as  not  having  been  enumerated.  Sched- 
ules will  be  sent  to  those  people  to  be 
filled  out  and  they  must^e  returned 
early  next  week  in  order  that  they 
may  get  on  the  books  before  they  are 
closed. 

But  what  are  the  remaining  thous- 
ands going  to  do? 

Are   they   going  to  allow   Duluth   to 


go    down    for    ten    years    as   a   city    of 
smaller    population    than    It    really    Is? 

Use  the  telephone,  use  the  coupons 
and   the   malls. 

If  you  are  doubtful,  make  inquiries 
and  learn  whether  or  not  you  have 
been   counted. 

Supervisor  Hollister  and  Assistant 
Supervisor  Allen  will  be  at  the  census 
office  until  midnight  tonight,  all  day 
tomorrow  and  for  several  days  after 
that. 

If  you  have  been  missed,  call  them 
un.  or  mail  a  schedule  to  them.  Th«> 
will  be  glad  to  receive  it,  for  they 
want  Duluth  to  show  up  just  as  strong 
In  the  figures  as  it  should.

^Ilnnesota  college  of  agriculture  rela- 
tive to  the  annual  bulletin  of  the 
Crookston    scliool    for    the    school    year 

of     1310-11     to    be     issued    in    a    short 
time. 

It  has  been  decided  to  require  a 
better  standing  in  both  English  and 
arithmetic  tlian  has  heretofore  been 
necfssary  to  pass  in  the  entrance  ex- 
amination, and  wherever  pos.«il)le  a 
completion  of  the  eighth  grade  work 
will  bt  urged  before  attending  the 
echool,  but  tliis  will  not  be  rigidly  en- 
forced where  tho.<!e  desiring  to  attend 
have  not  tiie  opportunity  at  home  to 
complete  that  work.

And,  when  you  get  down  to  it,  Socialism 
isn't  a  dangerous  thing.  If  it  is  wrong,  it  will  fall 
of  its  own  weight.  It  will  not  survive  the  test  of 
the  common  sense  and  sound  judgment  of  the 
American  people.

It  was  money  well 
lepent.  tiecause  it  went  to  develop  cheap  avenues  of 
ran-p  -rtati-ui  that  would,  if  they  had  half  a  chance, 
furnish  cumpetitiou  with  the  dearer  rail  lines  and 
■register  a  marked  etTcct  upon  the  cost  of  living. 

To  a  very  large  degree,  and  almost  wholly  in 
the  case  of  the  Great  Lakes,  the  benefits  from  this 
.vast  expenditure  liave  been  stolen  from  the  people 
fccause  oi  one  little  neglect— the  port  cities  have 
forgotten  to  provide  dock  terminals  under  public 
icontrol. 

On  the  Great  Lakes  the  package  freight  lines 
ore  owned  by  the  railroads.  The  docks,  too,  are 
owned  by  the  railroads.  The  railroads,  therefore, 
reap  all  the  bcnelits  oi  cheap  waterway  navigation,  I  Every  daj   was  your  day  with  your  mother;  every

Vhip  of  boat  lines  and  docks  completes  a  thorough 
jtioiioi.oly;  an>l  lake  rates  have  been  raised  to  a 
point  where  the  people  are  deprived  of  all  their 
legitimate  profits  fr^jni  their  large  investments  in 
improved  waterways. 

Tl.c  Situation  is  the  same  on  the  rivers,  and  in 
most  cases  on  the  sea  coast.  In  this  month's 
Everybody's  Magazine  John  L.  Mathews,  writing 
jitnder  the  above  title,  describes  how  the  railroads 
liave  quietly  put  themselves  in  position  to  rob  the 
people  of  all  the  profits  from  public  investments  in 
'.*  .tterways.  Tiie  people  spend  millions  to  improve 
channels  and  harbors,  and  the  railroads,  by  their 
jnonopoly  of  vessels  and  docks,  take  all  the  profits 
and  give  nothing  to  the  people  in  return. 

Elsewhere  in  The  Herald  tonight  is  an  article 
describing  the  condition  of  the  local  harbor.  It 
shows  that  the  railroads  own  almost  all  of  the 
iwater  front,  but  that  here  and  there  are  a  few  small 
tracts  that  the  city  can  claim  for  its  own. 

Every  fo^Jt  that  the  city  can  possibly  claim 
should  be  contested,  and  the  city's  title  perfected. 

The  docks  are  the  key  to  the  situation.  The 
railroads  might  own  all  of  the  vessels,  but  if  they 
put  lake  rates  too  high  independent  boats  will  be 
built.  But  if  the  railroads  own  all  the  docks  as 
well,  it  is  useles-.  to  build  independent  vessels,  be- 
cause there  will  be  no  place  where  they  can  take  on 
and  discharge  cargoes. 

The  cities  must  provide  places  where  independ- 
ent  boat   lines   can    handle   their   cargoes.      If   the 

i 

i  railroad  monopoly  of  the  Great  Lakes  is  not  to  be 
1  permitted  to  exist,  the  cities  must  make  competi- 
'tion  possible. 

The  channel-  and  harbors  are  large  and  free. 
No  railroad  ever  can  charge  a  toll  for  their  use. 
No  railroad  monopoly  ever  can  deny  independent 
vessels  the  right  to  sail  through  these  public  chan- 
nels and  into  these  public  harbors. 

But  railroad  monop'jly  can  seize  the  water 
fronts  and  stop  free  communication  between  the 
people  and  their  waterways;  and  to  a  very  large 
extent  this  is  exactly  what  railroad  monopoly  has 
done. 

Duhuh  must  look  to  its  dock  property.  Unless 
it  is  v,illing  to  sit  idly  by  and  watch  tl:e  railroads 
steal  :ill  of  the  advantages  of  the  great  waterway 
that  b-ings  the  world  to  the  Duluth  water  front, 
-it  must  provide  itself  with  enough  dock  property 
to  insure  competili-jn  for  all  time  to  come.

No  city  ever  had  a  better  chance  to  achieve  the 
city  beautiful  than  Duluth;  and  when  F.  A.  Pat- 
rick, at  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Duluth 
Commercial  club,  urged  that  the  city  and  its  people 
give  greater  attention  to  its  achievement  he  out- 
lined a  civic  duty  which  is,  in  its  way,  quite  as  im- 
portant as  any  other. 

This  is  a  work  that  everybody  can  share  in.  At 
the  bottom  should  be  a  comprehensive  plan  toward 
which  all  efforts  should  be  directed.  System  is  a 
valuable  thing  in  almost  any  enterprise,  and  it  is 
particularly  valuable  in  the  splendid  enterprise  of 
city-making.  The  home-owner  who  can  afford  it 
does  well  to  have  the  plan  for  his  grounds  de- 
signed by  experts,  as  the  county  has  done  in  the 
matter  of  beautifying  the  courthouse  grounds. 
Schemes  for  home  bcautification  created  by  land- 
scape architects  are  somewhat  new  in  Duluth,  but 
the  time  is  coming  when  they  will  be  more  numer- 
ous than  they  are;  and  every  home  improved  in 
that  manner  will  be  a  forceful  example  to  the 
neighborhood  and  the  community. 

The  least  any  home-owner  can  do  is  to  keep  his 
grounds  clean  and  his  lawn  green;  and  with  that 
as  a  start  almost  anybody  can  add  a  few  shrubs 
and  garden  plots  to  increase  the  value  as  well  as 
the  attractiveness  of  his  home. 

More  or  less  community  work  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  purposes  of  direction  and  of  example, 
but  the  women  who  campaign  against  billboards 
and  signs  painted  on  the  rocks  are  doing  good 
work,  and  the  citizen  who  keeps  his  home  grounds 
clean  and  sightly  is  doing  his  share  by  way  of  fur- 
nishing an  example. 

A  pretty  plan  has  been  adopted  in  New  Bedford, 
Mass.,  which  is  worth  consideration  for  imitation 
here.  A  home  gardening  and  yard  improvement 
contest  has  been  started  as  a  result  of  prizes  of- 
fered for  the  most  beautiful  yards  and  gardens  to 
be  cared  for  and  cultivated  during  the  present  sea- 
son. The  prizes  will  be  awarded  next  fall,  at  which 
time  the  constancy  with  which  the  yards  and  gar- 
dens are  cared  for  during  the  season  will  be  taken 
into  consideration.

stimulus  of  a  prize  contest  is  therefore  needed. 
The  good  that  will  be  done,  however,  will  not  end 
with  the  homes  that  enter  the  contest.  Each  one 
of  these  homes  will  be  an  exampk  from  which  will 
radiate  a  new  spirit  of  ambition  for  beauty.  So 
long  as  all  the  homes  in  a  given  block  are  unkempt 
and  neglected,  there  is  little  encouragement  to  im- 
prove any  of  them.  When  one  home  in  that  block 
is  cleaned  up  and  beautified,  shame,  if  not  public 
spirit,  will  lead  the  neighbors  to  take  steps  to  make 
their  homes  as  attractive. 

There  is  a  commercial  value  in  the  beautiful 
city  as  well  as  a  sentimental  value.  It  is  a  better 
place  to  live  in  for  those  who  arc  already  there, 
and  inevitably  those  who  come  seeking  a  new  lo- 
cation are  bound  to  be  attracted  by  its  beauty.  A 
stranger,  seeking  a  home  place,  will  be  much  more 
likely  to  choose  a  place  whose  people  think  enough 
of  it  to  keep  it  neat  and  beautiful  than  he  will  of  a 
place  which. is  allowed  to  run  down  and  go  ragged 
and  uncared  for. 

There  is  room  in  Duluth  for  a  wide  variety  of 
effort  toward  city  bcautification.  There  is  room 
for  city  work,  for  club  work  and  for  individual 
work.  For  the  sake  of  those  who  live  here,  as  well 
as  for  the  sake  of  those  whom  we  expect  to  come 


see  the  pain  your  neglect  gives  her,  fall  into  it 
again  on  Mother's  day,  and  keep  in  it.

year.  Yet  the  poor  must  eat,  whether  it  is  Christ- 
mas or  not;  and  turkeys  will  not  keep  the  year 
'round.  It  is  well  to  heed  the  bitter  cry  of  the 
poor  at  iThristmas  time;  but  what  about  the  poor 
the  rest  of  the  year? 

It  is  well,  too.  to  heed  the  hunger  of  mother 
love  on  Mother's  day;  but  what  about  mother  the 
other  364  days  of  the  year? 


To    the   Editor  of  The   Herald: 

In  the  issue  of  Thursday  of  The  Her- 
ald, in  which  It  is  stated  the  firemen 
are  satisfied  with  fourteen  days'  va- 
cation instead  of  ten  days  as  formerly 
and  in  place  of  twenty-four  hours  off 
in  seven  days,  I  would  like  to  say 
they  are  far  from  being  satisfied. 

Other  city  employes  have  had  four- 
teen days'  vacation  for  years  past, 
while  the  firemen  have  had  only  ten 
days.  It  does  not  cost  the  city  any 
more  to  give  the  men  fourteen  days' 
vacation  than  it  does  to  give  them  ten 
day.s.  The  number  of  men  in  tlie  de- 
partment does  not  necessarily  need  to 
be  Increased  In  order  to  give  the  men 
fourteen  days'  vacation.  This  Is  some- 
thing they  should  have  had,  when  other 
citv  employes  got  fourteen  days. 

The  firemen  will  only  be  satisfied 
when  they  receive  an  Increase  In  wages, 
one  full  day  off  every  seven  days  and 
fourteen  days'  vacation.  The  men  are 
paid  the  same  wages  they  received 
three  years  ago.  Is  the  price  of  food, 
clothing,  fuel  and  house  rent  the  same 
as  then?  Have  not  the  wages  in  other 
branches  of  labor  been  increased?  In 
almost  any  newspaper  one  picks  up 
one  can  read  of  some  company  or  cor- 
oration  which  has  Increased  the  wages 
of  its  employes  on  account  of  the  raise 
of   prices    of    the    necessaries    of    life. 

Why  can  this  not  apply  to  the  fire- 
men as  well  as  to  other  working  men? 
Why  cannot  a  corporation  like  the 
great  city  of  Duluth  raise  the  firemen's 
wages  and  make  life  for  them  worth 
while. 

It   Is  safe  to  say   that  the   taxpayers 
and     business     men     of    Duluth     would 
sanction    such    a    move.       They    would 
commend    the    council    for    such    action. 
Is    It     not    a    shame    that    a    city    as 
large    and    one    growing    so    rapidly    as

4.  They  have  abolished  railroad 
passes  within  the  slate  for  public  of- 
ficers as  well  as  for  private  Individ- 
uals. 

5.  They  have  stopped  the  grafters' 
sale  of  franclilses  in  Portland  and 
other  cities. 

6.  They  have  deprived  legislature 
of  power  to  call  a  constitutional  con- 
vention without  the  people's  approval 
on   referendum  vote. 

7.  They  have  given  cities  home  rule 
in   charter  making. 

8.  They  have  taug;ht  the  legi.slature 
to  respect  the  constitutional  provision 
against  putting  special  appropriations 
in  the  general  appropriation  bill. 

9.  They  have  added  the  recall  to  the 
Constitution,  giving  the  people  power 
to  discharge  state  and  local  officers 
who  prove  to  be  incompetent  or  un- 
trustworthy.

"A  Word  About  Knocking." 

Why  is  it  always  so  much  easier  to 
'•knock"  than  to  take  oflC  one's  coat  and 
do  a  constructive  piece  of  work?  Indi- 
viduals, communities  an  even  organ- 
izations easily  drift  Into  this  habit. 
Somebody  "higher  up"  Is  usually  the 
victim  cf  this  promiscuous  censure  and 
abuse.  Things  don't  go  quite  right  in 
the  political  world  or  in  the  home,  or 
the  church,  or  the  school,  and  straight- 
way the  tribe  of  knockers  receive  nu- 
merous accession.^.  There  are  always  a 
plenty  of  persons  who  seem  to  be  born 
with  a  knocking  propensity.  Probably 
I  can  say  little  to  cliange  their  dispo- 
sition, but  people  who  at  certain  times 
in  their  lives  are  influenced  by  the 
knocking  germ,  when  It  gets  rampant 
may,  perhaps,  be  amenable  to  a  few 
suggestions. 

Mr.  Knocker,  be  sure  that  you  are 
hitting  the  right  head  when  you  aim 
your  blow.  You  want  better  law  en- 
forcement, and  you  proceed  to  lambaat 
the  policeman,  or  the  selectman,  or  tlie 
mayor,  or  this  or  that  commissioner. 
Possibly  the  person  or  persons  criticized 
are  lax  and  inefficient,  but  put  yourself 
In  their  place  for  a  moment.  Can  vou 
expect  stringent  enforcement  of  any  law 
when  the  public  sentiment  of  a  com- 
munity Is  against  it?

Any  community 
can  iiave  as  good  an  enforcement  of 
law   as  It   really  wants   to  have. 

Before  you  knock,  undertake  to  get 
the  point  of  view  of  the  man  at  whom 
you  are  firing.  In  what  way  Is  he  lim- 
ited by  circumstances  concerning  which 
you  aire  ignorant?  What  la  his  own 
justifications  for  the  course  which  he 
has  taken?  Has  he  on  his  part  any 
reason  to  complain  because  of  what 
you  have  done  or  failed  to  do? 

Be  as  ready  to  command  as  to  criti- 
cize.    Have  you  ever  gone  out  of  your

It  is  told  elsewhere  in  The  Herald  tonight  that 
the  street  railway  company  has  detailed  one  of  its 
huskiest  employes  to  do  nothing  but  ride  about  on 
the  cars  and  arrest  every  man  caught  expectorat- 
ing  on   the   floors. 

That's  enough  for  one  man  to  uo,  and  it  is 
something  that  needs  to  be  done.     It  is  good  work. 

The  man  who  spits  on  the  street  car  floor  is 
not  only  a  boor  and  a  good  deal  of  a  beast;  he  is 
a  positive  menace  to  the  health  of  those  with 
whom  he  comes  in  contact.  He  is  only  a  little 
better  than  the  man  who  would  spit  on  your  din- 
ing room  floor,  but  he  is  not  a  bit  worse  than  the 
man  who  spits  on  the  sidewalk. 

It  isn't  a  pleasant  subject,  but  so  long  as  such 
men  exist  it  is  necessary  to  deal  with  them,  and 
the  way  to  deal  with  them  is  to  act  without  mercy. 

There  are  rules  against  spitting  on  street  car 
floors,  rules  given  backbone  by  city  law;  but  they 
are  disregarded.  The  way  to  have  them  regarded 
is  to  enforce  them,  and  to  afresV  those  who  violate 
them.  This  the  street  raifway  company  has  de- 
termined to  do,  and  the  able-bodied  representative 
of  that  company  who  is  to  be  sent  forth  armed 
with  the  power  to  arrest  those  who  ignore  these 
rules  of  decency  and  health  will  be  armed  also 
with  the  force  of  public  approval

George  Klbbe  Turner  In  describing 
the  experiences  of  Des  Moines  with 
commission  government  in  the  May 
McClure's,  says: 

"The  result  of  this  change  has  been 
a  very  marked  advance  In  civilization. 
The  city  doctors  at  the  police  station 
estimate  that  the  amount  of  police  sur- 
gery made  necessary  by  murders  as- 
saults, and  suicides  has  decrased  to 
a  small  percentage  of  what  it  was  (not 
over  10  per  cent,  one  doctor  says)  when 
the  red  light  district  continually  sent 
in  its  stream  of  cases.  The  streets 
are  more  orderly:  government  soldiers 
stationed  at  the  post  below  the  city, 
which  formerly  caused  recurrent  agi- 
tation for  the  fort's  removal  has  been 
stopped;  and  the  amount  of  general 
crime  has  noticeably  decrea.sed. 

"Lawrence  De  Graff,  the  county's 
prosecuting  attorney,  until  the  begin- 
ning of  this  year,  and  since  then  judge 
In  charge  of  the  criminal  session  of  the 
district  court,  states  that  the  annual 
business  in  that  court  decreased  a  full 
third  almost  immediately  upon  the 
closing  of  the  red  light  district.  The 
criminals  and  seml-crlminals  who  are 
friends  or  parasites  of  these  vicious 
women  have  left  the  town.  The  pro- 
fessional thief,  who.  traveling  between 
lafger  places  like  Chicago  and  Kansas 
City,  found  the  red  light  district  of 
the  smaller  city  a  convenient  hiding- 
place,  no  longer  comes  into  Des 
Moines.

ACTORS  AND  PLAY-ACTING

The  late  Louis  James  delighted  and 
instructed  mankind  for  more  than 
two-score  years  as  a  '•play-actor."  He 
was  a  many -gifted  man,  endowed  by 
nature  with  physique  Hercules  might 
have  stood   model  for.   and   voice  that 

"Hark  a  fish  out  of  the  water. 
And    water   out   of  a  stone." 

How  tuneful  it  could  be,  how  com- 
manding It  waa.  now  the  coo  of  the 
dove,  now  the  roar  of  the  lion!  If 
the  world's  only  (iarrlck.  if  tragedy's 
superbest  Kean.  had  not  been  denied 
such  a  voice  and  such  a  corporal  pres- 
ence as  James  had,  the  stage  might 
have    got    the    place  it    now    has    long 

ago. 

•  *     • 

But  J  imes  was  more,  and  better. 
To  the  genius  of  the  actor  he  welded 
the  heart  of  the  man.  Witness  this, 
his  saying:  "No  actor  leaves  a  better 
monument  to  his  memory  than  that 
created  by  his  work." 

There  spoke  the  artist;  there  spoke 
a  mai;nate  in  the  inexorable  republic 
of  ;'rt  that  tolerates  no  sham.  That 
Is  tlie  greatest  blessing  we  have  got — 

"The  rank  is  but  the  guinea's  stamp. 

The  mans  the  gawd  for  a'   that." 

James  was  not  of  the  very  first 
rank — not  a  Kean,  not  a  Mansfield, 
not  a  Booth,  not  an  Irving.  Per- 
haps he  was  Forrest.  Maybe,  had 
he  been  the  fashion,  he  would  have 
been  the  younger  Sothern,  the  first  of 
that  class  on  our  stage  today. 

James  was  the  greatest  of  "leading 
men."  Every  moment  he  was  sug- 
gestive. Even  Joseph  Jefferson  got 
inspiration  from  him.  Vlolo  Allen 
would  have  been  a  less  accomplished 
actress  than  even  she  is,  if  James  had 
not  been  "opposite."  The  stage  made, 
and  will  never  make,  the  match  of 
his  "Hardcastle"  in  "She  Stoops  to 
Con<iuor."  And  may  I  here  interpo- 
late that  I  would  rather  have  the  fame 
of  Goldsmith  than  to  be  the  possessor 
of  Carnegif,''s   tnillions. 

Louis  James,  as  my  friend  Fred 
Schrader  knew  him,  was  princely  in 
his  heart.  If  you  ever  see  that  ad- 
mirable old  actor,  George  Goston.  as 
you  will,  ask  him  about  Louis  James — 
that  open  hand  for  all  cry  of  practical 
Charity.  Reaj  tears  he  shed  for  all 
oTstress,  anS  Tils  was  the  heart  of  gold. 
His  namesake.  •  »llie  James,  in  politics 
Is  what  Louis  James  was  on  the  his- 
trionic stage.  Worldly?  Of  course; 
but  of  the  guild  that  is  of  the  very 
aristocracy  of  heaven,  Jesus  Christ 
showed  us  the  way  to,  and  that  He 
is  now  pr-^paring  for  all  of  us  miser- 
able sinners.  If  there  is  a  hell,  and 
I  hope  there  i.s,  it  is  a  place  made  for 
your  "philanthri>plst,"  who  would  help 
the  "Worthy  poor."  Jesus  Christ  came 
here  to  lielp  the  unworthy  i)oor,  "of 
whom  I  am  one  of  which."  If  there 
had  been  none  but  the  "worthy"  in 
distress,  there  would  have  been  no 
cross  on  Calvarj-,  no  church  of  the 
Living  God,  no  hope  of  resurrection, 
no  sublime  consciousness  of  a  vicari- 
ous redemption.  Let  us  thank  God 
for  the   "unworthy."

It  is  a  noble  profession,  and  how 
the  world  has  moved  since  the  peren- 
nially Infamous  Mohun,  the  titled  mis- 
creant, who  murdered  a  "play-actor" 
for  protecting  an  actress,  who  refused 
to  be  a  victim  of  a  monster's  lust!

Who  of  us  now  but  would 
rather  see  Charlotte  Cushman  as  Meg 
Merrilles,  than  to  hear  Webster  In 
reply  to  tiayne,  or  Calhoun  on  the 
Force  bill,  or  Douglas  on  Kansas- 
Nebraska,  >r  even  Ben  Hijl  when  he 
crushed  Bl  lino  on  the  Randall  reso- 
lution of  iVmnesty  and  Amity?

Mary  Ar  derson  is  the  very  no- 
bility of  Immaculate  womanhood,  with 
the  beauty  of  Mary  Stuart,  and  the 
heart  of  Ginla  Deans.

Claverhouse  "died  the 
death  of  fame"  —  "Conquering 
Graeme" — 'nit  Slddons  was  worth  a 
regiment  o'  him,  and  lives  in  a  thou- 
sand heart:*  where  Claverhouse  is  in 
one  memory.  It  ts  recorded  that  one 
night  "Kitty  Clive"  was  In  the  "wings." 
waiting  her  cue,  while  Garrick  was 
tilling  the  stage  with  "Lear."  She 
did  not  lo\  ►>  the  man.  but  she  dashed 
the  tears  <ut  of  her  eyes  and  ex- 
claimed, "Damn  him,  he  could  act  a 
gridiron!" 

There  is  nothing  in  Shakespeare 
that  surpasses  his  rehearsal  of  the 
players,  and  its  keynote  Is  "ho]d  the 
mirror  up  to  nature."  The  most  curi- 
ous thing  In  history  or  literature  Is 
the  indictment  John  Milton  brought 
against  Charles  I  that  In  his  early 
youth  he  h  id  associated  with  a  "play- 
actor of  the  name  of  Shakespeare." 
But  in  our  century  that  same  Shake- 
speare Is  1  eld  as  the  very  first  per- 
sonality of  profane  history  since  Julius 
Caesar  with  the  single  exception  of 
Napoleon  I  onaparte.  More  has  been

HOW  SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
WORK  IS  ORGANIZED 


By  JOHN  A.  McKAMY. 


The  organized  work  is  one  of  the 
Interesting  devehipments  of  the  Sun- 
day school  movement.  It  embraces 
the  great  series  of  voluntary  associa- 
tions of  officers,  teachers,  and  other 
workers.  coming  from  various 
churches,  that  have  for  their  purpose 
the  promotion  of  those  interests  which 
are  more  or  less  common  to  the  Sun- 
day school  work  of  all  churches. 
These  associations  range  from  the 
small  local  organizations,  composed 
of  a  few  persons  of  kindred  spirit  and 
purpose,  up  through  those  that  cover 
townships,  cities.  counties,  states, 
provinces,  territories,  nations,  and 
groups  of  nations,  to  that  which  has 
the  wide,   wide  world  for  its  field. 

While  these  organizations  are  prac- 
tically Interdenominational  and  co- 
operative, they  are  not  so  formally  and 
officially.  They  have  been  formed 
and  are  maintained  by  individuals 
coming  together  upon  an  acceptable 
basis  and  for  a  common  purpose. 
Those  persons  do  not  assume  to  rep- 
resent the  churches  with  which  they 
are  Identified.  And  the  churches  whose 
members  are  actively  engaged  with 
the  members  of  other  churches  in  this 
type  of  religious  effort  never  feel 
j-alled  upon  to  formally  and  oflRclally 
recognize  these  associations.  It  is 
well,  perhaps  that  it  is  so.  as  thereby 
embarrassing  ecclesiastical  entangle- 
ments are  avoided. 

The    World's    Conventions. 

The  world-embracing  organization, 
now  known  ofticially  as  the  World's 
Sunday  School  association,  grew  out 
of  the  world's  conventions  that  have 
been  held  during  the  past  thirty  years, 
meeting  In  Europe.  Asia  and  America. 
The  cerdlt  for  projecting  these  con- 
ventions belongs  to  the  British  Sun- 
day School  union,  while  their  de%'el- 
opment    must    be    set    down      to      the 


credit  of  certain  American  Sunday 
school  leaders.  The  association  that 
has  grown  out  of  these  con\entions 
dates  its  fo  rnal  beginning  from  Rome, 
where  the  Iffth  convention  was  hell  in 
1907.  At  Its  formation  its  purpose 
was  declared  to  be  the  extension  of 
Sunday  school  work  and  the  increase 
of  Sunday  school  efiiiclency,  by  co- 
operation ^^rlth  Sunday  school  and 
missionary  organizations,  and  other- 
wise, espec  ally  in  those  regions  of  the 
world  most  In  need  of  help.  In  car- 
rying out  ttils  iturpose  It  seeks  to  Im- 
prove methods  of  Sunday  school  in- 
struction and  organization,  and  to 
foster  Sunday  school  unions  and  asso- 
ciations ev.'rywhere.  The  ruling  mo- 
tive of  this  organization  is  missionary. 

The  affa  rs  of  this  association  are 
administer*  d  by  the  world's  conven- 
tion, which  meets  once  in  three  years. 
When  the  .onventlon  is  not  in  session 
the  administration  of  its  affairs  is 
vested  in  an  executive  committee, 
composed  of  six  members  each  from 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain, 
two  from-  Oanada,  and  not  less  than 
ten  from  tther  parts  of  the  world, 
and  the  oticers  of  the  convention. 
Representation  In  the  association  by 
the  various  countries  is  upon  a  broad 
and  liberal  basis,  whose  determlnatbm 
is  left  lari;ely  In  the  hands  of  the 
executive  committee. 

Two  Great  Swtlons. 

For  adr  linistrative  purposes  the 
association  is  divided  into  two  great 
sections — the  British  and  the  Ameri- 
can. The  oversight  of  the  work  fn 
the  vast  w  >rld-iield  Is  apportioned  to 
these  sectliins.  The  rapid  advances 
that  are  being  made  in  the  evangeliz- 
ation of  th  i  great  mission  lands  make 
heavy  dem  inds  upon  this  association. 
It  deals  net  essarlly  with  the  problems 
of  its   worl.   in   terms  of  nations  and 


continents.  Fresh  attention  has  been 
drawn  to  its  work  by  the  world's 
convention  which  was  held  in  Wash- 
ington in  May. 

The  entire  Sunday  school  mos'ement 
has  been  furthered  immeasureably  by 
the  great  North  American  Sunday 
school  organization,  the  International 
Sunday  School  association.  This  or- 
ganization is  sustained  by  American 
and  Canadian  Sunday  school -workers. 
The  field  of  its  activities  is  co-exten- 
sive with  the  inhabited  portions  of 
North  America.  Mexico,  Cuba  and 
the  West  Indies  fall  within  the  field  of 
its  missionary  endeavors.  Already 
associations  have  been  organized  in 
the  former  two.  In  1907  this  asso- 
ciation was  chartered  by  a  special  act 
of  the  United  States  congress. 

While,  technically,  under  Its  charter 
this  association  is  composed  of  its 
executive  committee,  practically  it  is 
the  central  organization  of  the  state, 
p»*cvinclal  and  territorial  Sunday 
school  organizations  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 
Representatives  from  each  of  these 
organizations,  practically  chosen  by 
them,  form  nine-tenths  of  the  execu- 
tive committee.  The  remaining  tenth 
is  selected  by  the  international  con- 
vention, which  meets  once  in  three 
years.  This  convention  Is  made  up 
entirely  of  delegates  chosen  by  the 
various  state,  provincial  and  territorial 
associations.  It  determines  the  gen- 
eral policies  of  the  association  govern- 
ing the  work  which  It  undertakes,  and 
its  voice  is  accepted  as  final  on  all 
questions  of  policy. 

Executive   Committee. 

Except  the  selection  of  the  courses 
of  lessons,  both  uniform  and  graded, 
whi'-h  is  entrusted  to  a  very  carefully 
cliosen  committee  of  fifteen,  appointed 
for  a  period  of  six  years  by  the  in- 
ternational convention,  the  affairs  of 
the  association  are  administered  by 
its  executive  committee,  composed  of 
more  than  one  hundred  persons.  The 
progress  of  the  Sunday  school  move- 
ment has  brought  to  the  association 
many  great  responsibilities  requiring 
wise  and  efficient  treatment.  The 
uork  is  distributed  among  the  several 
departments  that  have  been  formed, 
each  being  the  special  care  of  a  sub- 
committee of  the  executive  commit- 
tee; these  are  administered  by  expert 
field  superintendents  and  a  competent 
ofiflce  force.  The  large  number  and 
wide  distribution  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee render  It  impracticable  to  hold 
meetings  of  the  entire  committee  more 
than  once  a  year.  In  the  intervals, 
the  central  committee  of  the  execu- 
tive committee,  composed  of  seventeen 
members,  meets  upon  the  call  of  its 
chairman  and  acts  upon  all  questions 
affecting  the  work  of  the  association. 
The  field  and  oftice  work  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  is  under  the  general 
oversight  and  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  general  secretary,  who  is  the 
chief  executive  officer  of  the  associa- 
tion. In  the  very  nature  of  things, 
the  office  of  chairman  of  the  executive 
committee  Is  far  more  than  a  position 
of  dignity  and  honor.  The  person 
who  fills  It  acceptably  must  devote 
much  time  and  'thought,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  personal  financial  outlay,  to  the 
problems  which  are  constantly  arising 
in  the  work  of  the  association. 

As  I  have  Indicated  already  each 
of  the  various  states,  provinces  and 
territories  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  sustains  one  or  more  Sun- 
day School  associations.  In  two  or 
three  instances  large  states  sustain 
an  association  In  each  of  their  two 
grand  divisions.  All  of  these  asso- 
ciations are  practically  auxiliary  to  the 
international  association;  very  close 
co-operative  relations  subsist  between 
the  two  types  of  organization.  While 
perhaps  not  so  recognized  formally, 
they  are,  nevertheless,  parts  of  a  great 
system  of  organizations.  Many  of 
these  Btixte  and  provincial  associa- 
tions are  very  thoroughly  orgnjiized 
and  .carry  put  fj-om  year  to  year  far- 
reachfng  plans  for  the  impovement  of 
the  Sunday  school  work  within  the 
field  of  their  operation.  The  execu- 
tive committees  are  in  some  Inst.ances 
models  of  efficiency.  Many  distin- 
guished Sunday  school  experts  are  In 
the  service  of  these  associations,  which 
In  some  instances,  employ  a  large 
corps  of  field  and  office  workers. 
One  Tj-po  of  Organization. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  one  gen- 
eral type  of  organization  prevails 
among  all  these  state  and  provincial 
associations.  They  are  composed  of 
Individuals  having  common  relations 
to  the  .Sunday  school,  and  drawn  to- 
gether by  a  common  purpose.  While 
they  are  not  formally  recognized  by 
the  churches,  yet  there  Is  a  good  un- 
derstanding between  them  and  the 
churches — the  province  of  each  being 
recognized       and       respected.  The 

churches  unhesitatingly  remit  to  the 
associations  certain  important  aspects 
of  Sunday  school  work  without  any 
thought  of  bringing  denominational 
Interests  Into  jeopardy.  After  all,  the 
churches  are  the  beneficiaries  of  the 
activities  of  the  associations.  Many 
progressive  and  fruitful  ideas  that 
have  been  incorporated  in  the  Sun- 
day school  work  of  the  churches  were 
first  exploited  by  the  associations. 

Nor  Is  this  all.  The  generally  ac- 
cepted Ideal  for  state  and  provincial 
organizations  require  the  careful  or- 
ganization of  counties.  In  many  states 
and  provinces  every  county  is  organ- 
ized. Some  of  these  county  organiz- 
ations maintain  a  staff  of  office  and 
field  workers  who  find  their  hands 
very  full  in  taking  care  of  the  numer- 
ous linos  of  development  that  are  be- 
ing fostered  within  their  respective 
fields. 

Still  farther  down  the  line,  and 
coming  nearer  to  the  people,  are  the 
organizations  embracing  the  workers 
of  kindred  spirit  within  the  political 
subdivisions  of  counties,  as  townships, 
towns,  precincts,  and  the  like.  In 
some  of  our  states  more  than  a  thous- 
and of  these  local  organizations  are 
maintained.  Their  institutes  and 
conventions  are  among  the  most  effi- 
cient forces  in  Inspiring  better 
methods  and  better  management  in 
the  schools,  and  in  educating  superin- 
tendents and  teachers  In  their  duties. 
These  local  associations  lead  the  way 
often  In  many  of  the  most  fruitful  co- 
operative religious  efforts.  In  many 
communities  they  succeed  In  keeping 
the  Sunday  school  net  In  such  good 
repair  and  so  steadily  in  use  that  a 
child  rarely  slips  through  Its  meshes. 
A    Century   of    Serrlce. 

A  fully  detailed  survey  of  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Sunday  school  work 
would  require  mention  at  least  of  the 
associations  of  teachers  of  the  elemen- 
tary grades,  superintendents,  and 
other  workers,  which  are  maintained 
in  great  numbers.  Then  we  could  not 
pass  by  the  oldest  of  our  American 
Sunday  school  organizations.  the 
American  Sunday  School  union,  which 
has  already  rendered  more  than  a 
century  of  service  in  carrying  the  Sun- 
day school  and  its  precious  privileges 
to  new  and  destitute  communities  in 
every  part  of  the  United  States,  and, 
incidentally,  in  raising  the  standard  of 
efficiency  In  thou.sands  of  schools. 
The  principal  Sunday  school  organiz- 
•ation  in  Europe  is  the  British  Sunday 
School  union,  which  stands  In  a  re- 
lation to  the  Sunday  school  work 
among  nonconformist  churches  in  En- 
gland and  Wales  similar  to  that  sus- 
tained by  our  international  associa- 
tion to  the  churches  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

All  of  this  Is  entirely  apart  from  the 


Sunday  school  organizations  main- 
tained by  the  leadliig  denominations 
In    America    and    Etirop«.        Many    of 


these  churches  have  learned  the  lesson 
of  organization,  and  they  are  taking 
care  of  Sunday  school  work  through 
systems    of   boards,    societies,    associa- 


tions and  the  like  that  compare  favor- 
ably in  extent  and  efficiency  with  the 
system  described  at  lenirth  la  this 
article.

"It  is  only  a  plain  man's  etory  of  his 
life,"  concludes  the  "editor's  note." 
which  ends  this  book.  It  is  that,  but 
it  is  much  more  than  that.  It  Is  an 
exquisitely  delightful  piece  of  litera- 
ture of  a  sort  that  isn't  common  now- 
adays. It  isn't  a  short  story  padded 
out  Into  a  e-shllllng  novel.  It  isn't 
a  "thriller"  of  the  sort  that  makes 
up  the  bulk  of  the  "best  sellers." 
though  we  confidently  expect  to  see  it 
a  "best  seller"  In  spite  of  that.  It  Is 
a  big.  broad  section  out  of  history  and 
human  life — simple,  direct,  true  and 
cohesive. 

It  is  a  story  of  Ohio  in  the  '40s. 
written  In  a  style  that  was  delighting 
the  English-speaking  world  by  its  use 
in  England  aljout  that  time  by  Thack- 
eray and  Dickens;  a  style  that  still  de- 
lights the  world,  even  though  Its  use 
is  now  uncommon.  It  is  not  so  long 
as  a  Thackeray  novel.  It  has  only  a 
few  more  than  600  pages.  But  It  Is 
long  enough  to  make  the  reader  fully 
acquainted  with  the  characters  of  its 
protagonist  and  the  very  human  peo- 
ple wlio  come  into  his  life.  It  is  long 
enough  to  let  these  people  show  what 
they  are  by  their  speeches  and  acts. 
It  is  long  enough  to  make  the  reader 
love  those  who  are  lovable,  and  laugh 
at  those  who  are  despicable:  for  even 
those  who,  like  George  Ducey,  are 
thoroughly  oontemptlble,  are  treated 
with  a  kindly  humor  that  makes  them 
more   amusing   than    hateful. 

Nathan  Burke,  "the  hero  of  Chapul- 
tepec."  is  the  chief  figure  in  the  novel. 
The  author  presents  herself  merely 
as  the  editor  of  his  reminiscences,  and 
she  does  it  with  such  versimilitude 
that  you  find  yourself  looking  in  your 
encyclopedia.'*  and  histories  for  the 
name  and  career  of  Gen.  Nathan  Burke. 
You  won't  find  them. 

Burke  himself  tells  the  story,  most 
of  the  time  In  the  third  person,  but 
very  often  dropping  absent-mindedly 
Into  the  first  person.  He  does  it  so 
well  that  though  you  can't  find  Na- 
than Burke  in  the  list  of  volunteer  of- 
ficers in  the  Mexican  war.  he  is  very 
real  Indeed  In  this  book,  and  very  lov- 
able. Around  his  heroic  figure  a  strong 
and  absorbing  story  has  been  built 
up.  with  lesser  characters  drawn  as 
admirably  as  his.  The  picture  of  life 
on  the  frontier — Ohio  was  the  frontier 
In  those  days — is  graphically  done. 
Mrs.  Ducey's  delightful  letters,  aside 
from  the  gently  humorous  self-revela- 
tion they  provide,  also  give  an  in- 
sight Into  social  and  political  condi- 
tions that  prevailed  in  her  time.  It 
was  the  day  of  primitive  things;  of 
the  stage  coach  and  canal  boat,  of 
crude  ways  and  of  heavy  drinking. 
Even  our  hero,  Nathan  Burke,  partook 
so  liberally  of  hospitality  on  his  way 
back  home  from  Mexico  "that  he  woke 
up  next  morning  In  another  man's 
coat  and  with  another  man's  cane, 
and  was  paid  a  bet  of  which  he  hadn't 
the   slightest   recollection. 

Nathan  came  from  the  baclcwoods  to 
the  state  capital  as  a  lad,  to  be  chore 
boy  for  the  Duceys.  The  family  con- 
sisted of  William  Ducey,  a  meek, 
wlfe-rldden,  incofisequential  and  Inef- 
ficient business  man;  Mrs.  Ducey,  rat- 
tle-headed and  unconsciously  cruel; 
George  Ducey,  coddled,  spoiled,  a 
weakling.  a  liar  and  a  thief;  and 
Francie  Blake.  Mrs.  Ducey's  niece,  who 
was  Nathan's  first  friend  and  lifelong 
champion  even  In  the  days  when 
George  Ducey  was  using  Nathan's 
friendship  for  poor  Nance  Darnell, 
driven  upon  the  world  by  Mrs.  Ducey's 
cruelty,  as  a  basis  for  wicked  stories 
about  his  life  in  Mexico.  The  story 
begins  leisurely  and  proceeds  leisurely. 
Detail  after  detail  Is  fitted  deftly  into 
the  picture  until  we  know  all  Its  peo- 
ple and  live  with  them  as  charming 
and  Interesting  companions.  It  is  an 
old  man's  story  told  in  the  ripe  years 
when  experience  has  joined  common 
seiiiso  and  humor  to  smoothe  away  the 
lrk.«;ome  Irritations  caused  by  the 
meannesses    of   some    of  ills   associates. 

Ev€ry  character  lives  in  the  pages 
of  this  book  as  Rawdon  Crawley  and 
Becky  Sharp  live  In  the  pages  of 
"Vanity  Fair."  The  comparison  Is^by 
no  means  too  strong  to  be  entertained. 
Mrs.  Watts  is  not  a  Thackeray,  though 
obviously  she  is  an  admirer  of  Thack- 
eray, but  she  has  created  characters 
and  given  them  life  and  reality,  and 
she  has  wrought  a  fine,  wholesjme 
and  Interesting  book  that  is  a  real 
novel  and  not.  as  we  have  said,  a 
padded    short    story. 

Hardheaded  old  George  Marsh;  prim- 
itive, pitiful  Nance  Darnell;  grim. 
Implacable  Dr.  Sharpless.  distorting 
the  gospel  of  mercy  to  fit  the  merci- 
less spirit  of  a  hideously  cruel  deity; 
careless,  easy-going,  brilliant  Jim 
Sharpless;  loving,  trustful,  faithful 
little  Francie  Blake;  calculating,  flir- 
tatious Mary  Sharpless;  bombastic, 
egotistic  and  kindhearled  Gen.  Quit- 
man; and  big-hearted,  strong  and  lov- 
able Nathan  Burke:  these  are  people 
who  will  be  very  real  indeed  to  the 
reader  who  closes  his  book  after  the 
last  engrossing  page  has  been  turned. 
It  Is  more  like  living  with  a  circle 
u(  agreeable  and  interesting  people 
than  like  reading  about   them. 

Tom  Corwln.  "Zach"  Taylor.  Joe 
Jefferson  and  other  more  or  less  well 
known  historical  figures  appear  Mn 
these  pages.  There  are  echoes  of  half- 
forgotten  campaigns  and  campaign 
slogans;  of  "Log  Cabin"  and  "hard 
elder,"  of  "Tippecanoe  and  Tyler  too;' 
and   these,   too,   seem   real   Indeed. 

There  is.  as  might  be  expected  In 
such  a  wealth  of  historical  matter,  a 
slip  or  two.  For  Instance,  we  fear 
that  tha  rumor  of  gold  dl.scoverles  in 
California  came  a  little  early  to  Col. 
Burke  on  his  way  back  from  Mexico 
In  December,  1847,  since  the  discov- 
ery at  Sutter's  mill  that  turned  human 
hopes  toward  the  new  El  Dorado  didn't 
take  place  until  a  month  later  tlian 
that.  But  this  is  an  exceedingly 
minor  matter  In  comparison  with  the 
richness  of  this  vein  of  American  lit- 
erature which  has  been  opened  in  1910. 
Of  the  wealth  of  this  find  there  Is  no 
possible   doubt.

LADY   MERTON— COLONIST.      By  Mrs. 

Humphry  Ward.     Now  York:  Double- 
day.    Page  &  Co.      $1.50. 

Readers  of  Mrs.  Ward's  books  have 
become  accustomed  to  seeking  for  her 
ultimate  motive,  which  Is  usually  po- 
litical. Unless  her  motive  in  this  book 
Is  Canadian  colonization,  or  perhaps  a 
deft  good  word  for  the  "Empire"  which 
has  figured  so  much  In  the  solid 
and  substantial  debates  of  her  charac- 
ters, there  is  no  ulterior  motive  in  this 
book  beyond  that  of  providing  a  read- 
able story.  and  this  she  has  done. 
Against  a  background  of  enthusiasm 
about  the  growth  of  a  new  nation  Is  a 
good  love  story,  consistent  and  con- 
vincing and  entertaining.  There  Is 
nothing  brilliant  about  this  story,  nor 
for  the  matter  of  that  is  there  any- 
thing strikingly  new  about  It,  but  It  Is 
a  good  story,  and  It  Is  abundantly  well 
told. 

Clearly.  Mrs.  Ward  was  greatly  Im- 
pressed with  the  development  of  West- 
ern Canada,  evidences  of  which  she  re- 
cently has  seen.  Its  spirit  Is  the  spirit 
of  her  novel,  and  she  typifies  it  In  her 
hero,    George     Anderson,    a        stalwart 
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young    engineer    and    Canadian    states- 
men, a  son  of  the  people  who  is  rising 
by   his    own   worth. 

Lady  Merton.  27  years  old  and  long 
a  widow,  was  traveling  in  Canada  wita 
her  idle,  peevish,  sickly  younger 
brother.  Their  private  car  on  the 
Canadian  Pacific  was  stalled  near 
Rainy  Lake  by  a  sinkhole,  and  during 
the  wait  she  got  acquainted  with  An- 
derson, who  remained  with  them  for  a 
considerable  part  of  their  interesting 
tour.  Anderson's  father  had  let  his 
farm  house  burn  down  while  drunk 
when  Anderson  was  a  boy,  and  An- 
derson's mother  and  sisters  were  burned 
to  death.  Three  sons,  under  George's 
leadership,  sent  the  father  packing, 
and  he  was  supposed  to  have  died  In 
Alaska.  During  this  trip,  however,  he 
appeared,  a  wicked,  drunken,  unprin- 
cipled old  man,  and  complicated  the 
plot  with  a  bit  of  melodrama  by  par- 
ticipating in  a  train  robbery  and  get- 
ting killed,  incidentally  exposing  to 
the  public  gaze  the  full  story  of  An- 
derson's origin. 

Lady  Merton  found  in  Anderson  the 
typlfication  of  the  great  movement 
that  was  making  Canada  a  nation,  and 
partly  because  of  that  and  partly  be- 
cause of  his  personality,  she  was 
strongly  attracted  to  him.  She  gave 
him  her  sympathy  and  help,  and  pre- 
vented his  sinking  into  despondency 
and  giving  up  his  career.  Later  he 
visited  her  In  England,  where  the 
traditions  of  aristocracy  that  sur- 
rounded her  set  up  a  bar  between  them 
that  was  heightened  by  her  brother's 
petulant  objection  to  a  man  of  Ander- 
son's origin.  How  these  complications 
were  straightened  out  for  a  conven- 
tional happy  ending  makes  the  rest  of 
the  story.  Shorn  of  the  abstruse  com- 
plexities of  British  politics  and  public 
affairs  which  give  most  of  Mrs.  Ward's 
novels  an  air  of  greatness  which  Is 
only  a  disguise  for  rather  ordinary 
ability.  In  this  book  she  appears  as  a 
skilled  and  effective  story  teller  with- 
out genius,  but  with  strong  capacity.

It  is  the  boy-time  of 
those  whose  locks  are  thinning  and  the 
girl-time  of  those  who  are  mothers  of 
children  about  the  age  they  were  in 
the  time  pictured  here.  Tliere  are  pic- 
tures of  the  lobby  of  the  Grand  Central 
hotel,  a  typical  country  inn  of  that 
time,  with  its  sawdust  filled  box  for  a 
cuspidor.

"They 
are  real  life,  and  -there  is  excellent 
work   In    them.

"Cursed  is  the  ground  for  thy  sake; 
In  sorrow  shall  thou  eat  of  It  all  the 
days  of  thy  life;  thorns  also  and 
thistles  shall  It  bring  forth  to  thee." 
This  was  the  doom  that  was  hurled  at 
Mankind  for  Its  misdeeds,  and  ever 
since  weeds  have  followed  man  at 
every  step  he  has  taken.  The  native 
wilds  contain  few  weeds.  Every  civi- 
lized place  swarms  with  them.  Man 
cannot  step  Into  a  new  spot  wltht3ut 
weeds  .'»prlnging  up  about  him.  Along 
the  trails  through  the  woods  where 
lumbering  operations  have  been  car- 
ried on  the  seeds  of  weeds  have  fallen 
and  have  sprung  up.  Civilization  is 
an  unceasing  fight  against  weeds,  and 
weeds  have  perniciously  ingenious 
ways  of  sticking  to  mankind  closer 
than  a  brother.  Most  of  the  noxious 
weeds  in  this  country  are  imported. 
Almost  none  of  them  grew  here  be- 
fore white  men  brought  them,  mixed 
In  his  grains  or  sticking  to  his  cloth- 
ing. 

This  Is  a  very  interesting  and  very 
practical  book  about  weeds.  It  tells 
what  harm  they  do,  how  they  distrib- 
ute themselves,  and,  more  Important 
still,  how  they  can  be  eradicated.  Every 
cultivator  of  the  soil  and  every  guard- 
Ian  of  a  lawn  will  find   profit  in  it.

This  delightful  book  contains  the 
reflections  of  a  phenomenally  sagacious 
and  observant  baby  with  a  disposition 
that  Is  somewhat  cynical  but  withal 
good-humored,  and  with  a  literary 
style  that  is  crisply  and  plquantly 
humorous.  His  mother  had  "nerves." 
and  never  wanted  to  be  anybody's 
mother.  Father  however,  was  a  pretty 
good  fellow.  Our  hero's  principal  ad- 
miration was  for  Miss  Clara  Cummins, 
a  negro  nurse  who  let  him  suck  raw- 
bacon  when  mother  was  out.  and  who 
allowed  many  privileges  which  she 
never  happened  to  mention  to  mother, 
and  which  of  course  our  hero,  who  was 
not  yet  able  to  express  himself  except 
in  tills  literary  way.  couldn't  report. 
There  Is  a  humorous  little  romance 
thrown  In.  We  should  Judge  that 
baby's  viewpoint  is  very  well  assumed, 
and  It  seems  worth  assuming  to  realize 
the  foolishness  of  grown-ups.  particu- 
larly where  babies  are  concerned.  Our 
hero's  scientific  discoveries  are  clever- 
ly related,  as  where  he  found  that 
clilckens  wink  from  the  bottom  up  In- 
stead of  from  the  top  down,  as  uncles 
wink.  His  teething  tantrums  and 
other  vicissitudes  are  intimately  de- 
scribed, and  altogether  the  story  Is 
charmingly  amusing,  and  exceedingly 
well  done.

Victoria  Cross,  who  is  described  on 
the  outside  cover  of  this  volume  as 
"the  great  English  novelist,"  has  writ- 
ten some  very  naughty  sensational 
novels.  She  la  not  "great."  or  ev««i 
passable.  With  a  hypocritical  pretense 
of  picturing  "life."  she  pictures  its 
most  dlsgu.sting  side,  obviously  with 
the  Intent  to  appeal  to  prurient  appe- 
tites. No  doubt  the  news  that  she  l.a.s 
written  a  new  book  will  call  that  cli- 
entage to  the  bookstalls,  for  its  appe- 
tite for  such  nauseous  fodder  seems 
insatiable. 

This  volume  Is  absurdly  sen.?atlonal. 
with  possibly  a  little  less  Indecency  than 


usual.  Irene,  the  "heroine."  Is  a  dream- 
ing, silly  girl  of  17,  who  has  engaged 
herself  to  the  first  man  who  asked 
her,  because  she  had  confused  loving 
and  being  loved.  In  her  discontent 
she  is  visited  by  Apollo,  who  takes  ner 
to  Olympus — which  it  appears  is  loD.4t- 
ed  in  the  Milky  Way — end  sends  her 
back  to  become  the  mother  of  a  god. 
thus  making  her  an  Immortal.  With 
her  goes  Apollo's  threat  that  -ils  thun- 
derbolts will  kill  the  man  wno  gives 
her  the  kiss  of  love;  a  safeguard  that 
she  needed,  evidently,  for  In  ihe  story 
she  has  plenty  of  temptations  to  yield. 
Apollo  teaches  her  to  write  his  song.s. 
but  publishers  call  them  indecent,  as 
no  doubt  they  would  be,  and  .she  ind-; 
that  Apollo  has  overestimated  their 
earning  capacity.  So  she  Is  very  poor, 
and  she  shares  her  poverty  in  a  sore  of 
platonlc  relationship  with  an  artist,  who 
Is  equally  poor.  After  being  tempted 
by  many,  siie  agrees  to  take  a  six 
months'  yachting  trip  with  the  man 
among  her  tempters  who  pleases  her 
most,  and  who  promises  to  ttcep  his 
distance.  He  doesn't,  so  Apollo's  prom- 
ised thunderbolt  kills  him  and  sets  tlie 
yacht  ablaze,  and  Irene  travels  through 
the  flames,  which  dissolve  ner  body. 
Into  the  arms  of  her  god. 
m 

Of  Books  and  Writers. 

Mrs.  Allan  Macnaugliton,  widely 
known  under  her  maiden  name,  Myra 
Kelly,  as  a  writer  of  stories  of  child 
life  in  New  York's  East  side,  who  died 
at  Torquay,  Eng.,  March  30,  was  a 
native  of  Dublin.  Ireland,  and  came 
to  this  country  in  her  childhood  with 
her  father,  Dr.  James  E.  Kelly,  who 
established  a  practice  on  the  East  side. 
She  was  educated  at  the  Horace  Mann 
school.  In  this  city,  and  at  Teachers' 
college  of  Columbia  university,  where 
she  graduated  In  1899,  and  began  to 
teach  at  public  school  147,  on  East 
Broadway.  Here  she  got  the  material 
from  which  she  wrote  the  sketches 
that  brought  her  fame  and  fortune.  In 
1905  she  was  married  to  Allan  Mac- 
naughton.  Her  books  include  "Little 
Citizens,"  "Isle  of  Dreams  '  and  "W'ards 
of   Liberty."

John  Ironside,  the  author  of  "The 
Red  Symbol."  is  an  English  journalist 
who  has  never  had  a  book  published 
in  .\merica  before.  His  debut  lias  been 
most  successful  and  the  serial  has 
caught  the  Immediate  attention  of 
.\merican  readers.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  author  never  saw  the  Inside 
of  a  Russian  prison  which  Is  an 
graphically  described,  nor  endured  the 
ssupense  the  newspaper  man  in  "The 
Red  .Symbol"  undergoes,  but  every 
incident  in  the  book  is  based  on  actual 
.facts  and  the  characters  are  drawn 
from  life.  Mr.  Ironside  Is  a  close 
student  of  history  and  political  science 
and  acknowledges  that  he  is  "particu- 
larly keen"  on  Russian  lilstory,  and 
that  he  "knows  a  large  number  of 
Russians  and   Poles." 

John  Ironside  has  written  serial 
stories  for  the  English  magazines  and 
a  large  number  of  'novelettes,"  but 
for  the  future  he  will  probably  con- 
fine himself  to  the  straight  novel, 
since  "The  Red  Symbol"  (Little.  Brown 
&  Co..)  has  proved  such  a  promising 
premiere.

"The  Life  of  Mary  Baker  G.  Eddy, 
and  the  History  of  Christian  Science," 
by  Georglne  MUmine,  has  been  called 
both  an  Impartial  hi.story  of  Christian 
Science  and  "an  arsenal  of  facts,  des- 
perately damaging  to  the  whole  cult." 
Some  have  attacked  the  work  viciously, 
while  others  have  shown  themselves 
anxious  to  aid  the  publishers,  Double- 
day,  Page  &  Co.,  In  its  circulation. 
Whichever  may  be  the  correct  view- 
point, it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  biog- 
rapher of  recent  years  has  had  such 
difficulties  to  surmount  In  gathering 
material.  She  was  constantly  under 
'adverse  treatment'  from  people  who 
made  every  effort  to  prevent  the  book's 
publication.  The  aim  of  the  author 
was   to   write   an   historical   account.

A  book  on  the  fascination  and  timely 
subject  of  arotlc  exploration  Is  to  be 
published  by  the  Macmillan  company  in 
the  near  future.  As  yet  the  title  and 
the  name  of  the  author  are  not 
divulged.

They  know  that 
real  estate  values  will  have  an  imme- 
diate and  marked  up  turn  and  they  are 
rettine  their  monev  Into  the  market 
now  to  be  in  on  the  benefits  that  will 
accrue    to   Vd**^"    ^'f   property. 

The  widespread  feeling  of  confidence 
in  th.-»  stability  and  possibilities  of 
Duluth  real  estate  will  be  strength- 
ened after  the  visit  here  In  .Tune  of 
the  Xatlonal  Association  of  Real  Es- 
tate e.xchanges.  In  the  BOO  delegates, 
who  will  attend  that  meeting,  t'lany 
shrewd  real  estate  operators  will  be 
Included  and  they  will  not  be  slow  In 
seeing  end  grasping  the  opportunities 
that  Duluth   real    estate  holds  out. 

The  taking  of  the  census  ends  today 
and  real  estate  men  and  otliers  in- 
terested In  Duluth's  welfare  will  anx- 
louslv  await  the  announcement  of  the 
figure's    from    Washington.      It    Is    cer- 


tain that  Duluth  will  f  how  a  su»>stan- 
tlal  gain  over  the  population  figures 
of  the  state  census  fivi  years  ago,  but 
just  how  great  that  !<ain  will  be  Is 
causing   considerable    speculation. 

This  census  means  much  to  Du- 
luth. In  the  East,  people  take  the  fed- 
eral census  figures  as  the  population 
of  a  citv  for  ten  year;;  after  the  cen- 
sus is  taken.  The  state  census  doesn  t 
count  for  anvtliing  wi  h  them  and  di- 
rectory figures  are  m.  re  guesses.  Du- 
luth's "si/e  and  influence  will  be  Judgecj 
bv  the  figres  which  will  be  published 
this  year  and  the  real  estate  exchange 
has  been  working  to  see  that  an  ac- 
curate count  is  taken. 

The  census  figures  mean  more  to  tne 
real  estate  market  than  one  would 
think  at  casual  obseivation.  Dur  ng 
the  past  five  years.  th(  re  has  been  lit- 
tle except  natural  growth  to  increase 
the  population  of  Duluth.  There  has 
been  no  rush  to  the  city  from  outside 
and  nothing  to  attract  great  crow'ds. 
The  citv  has  not  been  going  through  a 
boom,  but  has  gone  steadily  forward, 
growing  and  develop  ng  throiigh  Us 
natural  advantage  of  location,  'iet  the 
census  will  show  a  substantial  gain 
and    will    show    that    I'uluth    has    been 

The  nv>rmal  growth  will  be  aug- 
mented during  the  coming  five  years 
bv  the  people  who  will  come  here  on 
account  of  the  location  of  the  steel 
plant,  bv  the  workei  s  on  the  ne^v 
docks,  by  the  peoph  who  _,  will  be 
brought  here  i«y  the  railroad.^,  which 
are  pushing  their  wa v  to  Duluth.  It 
can  easily  be  seen  thsU  the  growth  of 
the  past  five  years  si  ould  be  doubled 
during  the  coming  fiv.'  years. 

What  should  be  the  effect  on  real 
estate?  The  built-up  portion  of  t.\e 
cltv  will  have  to  extend  its  bounds  to 
accommodate  the  increased  population 
and  will  take  in  vast  tracts  that  are 
now  wild  acres.  Pn-perty  for  busi- 
ness purposes  will  bt  In  demand  and 
wili  naturally  increase  in  value  in 
consequence.  Vacant  lots  in  residence 
districts  will  be  quickly  taken  up  and 
all  classes  of  propert :  in  certain  dis- 
tricts will  be  held  at  prices  that  will 
make  the  prices  now  seem  small  in 
comparison.

The  interest  that  i-  being  taken  in 
<1ock  sites  at  the  pres.nt  time  is  signi- 
ficant. Dock  propel  ty  is  ri^rie  too 
plentiful  In  Duluth  anl  it  is  all  held  at 
high  prices,  even  that  from  which 
there  is  no  approach  to  the  channel. 
But  It  is  also  true  that  the  available 
supply  of  water  fr(  nt  property  is 
limited  and  in  time  'vill  be  all  taken 
up  and  closely  held.  Those  who  get  in 
on  the  ground  floor  n  :>w  will  have  the 
advantage.  ,  ,    ..  „ 

Ultimatelv.  as  the  commerce  of  the 
port  demands,  the  approaches  to  all 
water  front  property  will  be  dredged 
so  as  to  make  it  j.vailable  for  use. 
When  that  time  come  i.  the  man  who  is 
able  to  purchase  a  niece  of  land  on 
the  water  front.  carrying  with  it 
riparian  rights,  may  well  consider 
himself  fortunate  regardless  of  price. 
The  building  of  wharves  on  the  bay 
side  of  Park  Point  in  no  Idle  dream. 
All  of  the  shores  of  the  bay  on  the 
mainland  will  ultimately  be  put  to  use 
and  Park  Point  will  come  next.  The 
idea  of  tunneling  under  the  canals  for 
the  passaee  of  railroad  trains  is  no  idle 
dream.

By  all  the  dictates  of  lease-holders, 
custom  and  precedent.  May  1  should 
be  "moving  day."  But  it  isnt  this 
year.  The  man  who  arranged  the 
Gregorian  calendar,  under  which  the 
world  do  move  at  present,  decreed 
that  May  1,  lUlO  should  full  on  fcSun- 
dav.  Wherefore  and  because  of  that 
tact.  May  1  la  not  moving  day  this 
year. 

Be  that  as  It  may,  there  Is  some 
moving  going  on  In  Kulutli  about  May 
1.  as  the  van  men  can  truly  testify. 
Business  men,  professional  men  and 
the  humble  men  of  families  are  mov- 
ing around  into  new  business  places, 
offices  or  homes.  Today  and  Monday, 
the  van  men  will  be  about  the  busiest 
people  in  Duluth — if  one  may  except 
tliose  who  are  moving — and  all  are 
thankful  that  a  day  of  rest  intervenes 
to  break  the  monotony  of  the  hard 
grind.

Some  Good  Land  But  Many 

Propositions  Are  Not 

Meritorious. 


Duluthians  who  have  recently  re- 
turned from  Florida  say  that  the  land 
inves-tment  schemes  that  are  being  pre- 
sented to  the  people  of  the  Northwest 
are  of  such  a  nature  that  ail  prospect- 
ive investors  should  make  diligent  in- 
quiry into  the  particular  propositions 
which  they  have  under  consideration. 

While  there  are  legitimate  land  in- 
vestment enterprises  in  tliat  state,  con- 
cerns of  this  sort  are  said  to  be  great- 
ly outnumbered  by  those  possessing 
much  less  intrinsic  worth  to  coramend 
them  to  the  public.  Wild-cat  boorns 
are  flourishing  in  that  region,  iargely 
as  a  result  ot  the  widespread  advertis- 
ing in  magazines  and  news-papers  that 
tlie  "new  industrial  South'  lias  been 
given. 

Duluth  people  who  are  Invited  to  buy 
tracts  of  Florida  land  are  earnestly  ad- 
vised bv  those  who  iiave  been  in  that 
•state  to  see  for  themselves  what  they 
are  buying  before  they  put  their  money 
into  the  land.  While  it  is  not  asserted 
by  any  of  the  travelers  who  have  re- 
turned from  the  South  that  all  of  the 
companies  and  concerns  engaged  in  tne 
sale  of  these  lands  are  unworthy  ot 
confidence,  they  do  make  the  assertion 
that  the  land  in,  Florida  that  reahy  is 
worth  while,  cannot  be  bought.  It  is 
held  bv  people  who  know  what  it  Is 
worth  and  who  are  getting  big  incomes 
from  the  land  they  hold.  They  do  not 
want  to  sell,  and  there  is  every  reason 
why  tliey  should  not  sell. 

One  resident  of  Duluth.  who  has  just 
returned  from  P'lorida,  says  that  when 
the  Everglades  of  that  state  are 
drained,  which  he  believes  is  a  luture 
certainty,  it  will  be  found  nece.«sary  to 
resort  to  irrigation  to  make  the  land 
productive  in  the  slightest  degree.

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If  you  are  a  painter,  or  a  carpenter, 
or  a  paperhanger,  or  a  glazier,  you 
can  find  plenty  of  work  In  Duluth. 
I£  you  are  a  mason,  or  a  bricklayer 
or  a  plasterer  or  are  in  any  other 
trade,  in  which  the  bulk  of  your  work 
is  in  initial  construction,  you  may  l^nd 
yourself  without  a  Job  in  Duluth. 

Carpenters  and  painters  are  especi- 
ally scarce.  Good  men  can  command 
the  be^  wages,  while  poor  workmen, 
in  some  cases,  are  preferable  to  none 
at  all. 

The  situation  is  brought  about  by 
the  immense  amount  of  remodeling 
and  renovating  that  is  going  on.  Dur- 
ing the  heavy  construction  times  of 
the  past  two  or  three  years,  workmen 
in  the  building  trad«s  flocked  to  Du- 
luth. Masons,  bricklayers,  plasterers 
and  other  workmen  of  like  trades 
have  been  in  demand  In  the  city. 
There  has  been  an  immense  amount  of 
initial  construction  done  and  enough 
men   could  not  be  secured. 

But  most  of  the  big  buildings  have 
been  completed  and  the  men  are  being 
let  out.  A  comparatively  small  num- 
ber of  big  buildings  are  to  be  erected 
in  the  city  during  the  coming  season 
and  are  under  construction  now.  Small 
residences,  remodeling  and  renovating 
require  carpenters  and  painters,  but 
for  the  other  men  in  the  building 
trades,  there  is  comparatively  little 
work. 

All  over  the  city,  store  fronts  are 
being  remodeled,  single  houses  and 
store  buildings  are  being  remodeled 
for  apartment  houses,  small  residences 
are  being  constructed  and  men  are  in 
demand.  But  they  are  carpenters 
and  painters,  not  masons,  bricklayers 
and  plasterers. 

In  the  architects'  offices,  the  bulk 
of  the  work  consists  of  residences  and 
compared  with  a  year  ago,  the  archi- 
tects are  not  at  all  busy.  Architec- 
tural draftsmen  In  large  numbers  are 
without  work. 

It  is  certain  that  the  immense 
amount  of  building  which  was  thought 
to  be  in  store  for  Duluth  this  year 
has  not  materialized.  The  cause  is 
not  hard  to  find.  Money  is  held  tightly 
at  high  rates  of  interest.  People  can- 
not see  fair  returns  on  their  money, 
although  rents  are  now  as  high  as 
anybody  dares  place  them.  Until 
money  eases  up  or  building  materials 
show  decided  recessions  in  prices, 
there  will  be  very  little  construction 
of  big  buildings  in  the  downtown  dis- 
trict, unless  people  find  it  an  abso- 
lute necessity  to  provide  more  room 
for  themselves  or  clients. 

Residence  construction  forms  the 
bulk  of  the  work  and  there  is  plenty 
of  that.  From  Lakeside  to  Fond  du 
Lac,  the  hammer  and  saw  are  busily 
engaged  In  providing  homes  for  the 
poor,  the  well-to-do  and  the  rich.  Du- 
luth Is  growing,  despite  the  fact  that 
there  are  few  big  buildings  under  con- 
struction. While  the  building  of  homes 
goes  on  in  such  volume  as  in  Duluth 
at  present,  a  city  is  not  going  back- 
ward. _.

is  a  congestion  in  the  East  at  the 
present  time.  Flour  is  dull  and  the 
Eastern  dealers  have  contracted  for 
more  than  they  can  profitably  dispose 
of  at   the   present   time. 

"There  is  no  export  demand  for 
grain,  and  this  naturally  causes  a 
scarcity  of  grain  charters  here.  The 
grain  demand  will  increase  very  soon, 
most  of  the  vessel  men  here  believe. 

"There  is  a  heavy  amount  of  flour 
that  will  be  moved  via  the  lake  and 
rail  route,  just  as  soon  as  the  con- 
gestion in  the  East  is  cleared  up.  The 
grain  rate  is  very  low  at  the  present 
time,  and  the  statement  that  grain  is 
not  moving  because  of  the  high 
charter  rate,  is  ridiculous. 

"The  present  lull  in  package  freight 
and  grain  movement  is  simply  due  to 
conditions  that  are  not  normal,  which 
will  soon  be  righted."

Ore  shipments  to  date  on  both  the 
Duluth.  Missabe  &  Northern  and  the 
Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railroads  re- 
flect the  quiet  condition  in  marine 
circles.  The  comparative  lightness 
of  the  movement  may  be  laid  to  the 
fact  that  the  blockade  at  the  Soo  has 
caused  the  delay  of  boats  coming  to 
Lake  Superior. 

The  report  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe 
&  Northern  to  date,  from  the  time  the 
first  boat  left  here  with  ore  up  until 
last  night,  shows  291,962  tons.  The 
report  of  the  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  to 
date  shows   238,789   tons  moved. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  wild 
chartering  in  ore.  All  of  the  ore  that 
has  gone  from  the  Head  of  the  Lakes 
has  been  carried  In  bottoms  of  the 
older  vessel  agencies.  Until  there 
is  more  ore  to  go  down  the  lakes, 
there   will   be  no   outside   charterings. 

It  was  predicted  earlier  in  the  sea- 
son that  the  heavy  movement  would 
not  open  until  about  the  middle  of 
May.  This  prediction  has  been  borne 
out  so  far  the  present  season. 

Vesrel  men  here  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  chartering  for  the  greater 
part  of  the  present  month  will  be 
done  by  the  regular  line  boats.  If 
the  demand  for  ore  shows  a  heavier 
increase  than  is  generally  predicted 
here,  there  will  be  some  Independent

this    purpose. 

Hupli  Fawn  tt  was  the  lowest  bidder, 
offering  to  bisiid  the  entire  addition, 
incluiling  the  hospital  for  the  horses, 
the  blacksmith  shop  and  the  repair 
shop,  for  III;. 460.  His  bid  for  the  hos- 
pital and  stables  was  $S,l'jr..  All  the 
other  bid.s  were  considerably  lilgher, 
goinK   up   to  116.000.

I'.  A.  Patrick  A  Co.,  the  Duluth 
wholesale  dry  goods  house,  has  re- 
cently leased  the  big  building  formerly 
occupied  by  the  Imperial  flour  mill, 
on  the  water  front  at  Rice's  Point. 
This  building  will  be  used  by  the  Du- 
luth house  for  a  combined  storage 
warehouse  and  wfoolen  mill. 

The  Importance  of  this  change  will 
be  evident  when  it  is  understood  that 
this  new  property  will  nearly  double 
the  capacity  of  F.  A.  Patrick  &  Co.'s 
establishment.  The  newlv  acquired 
building  is  admirably  adapted  to  the 
uses  of  th<?  wholesaler,  both  In  Its 
structure  and  location.  It  Is  a  large 
and  substantial  brick  building,  six 
stories  high,  equipped  with  an  ex- 
cellent steam-heatlng  and  lighting 
plant  and  fitted  throughout  with  the 
ample  flre  protection  of  the  patent 
sprinkler  system.  The  equipment  in- 
cludes Immense  boilers  and  a  300-horse 
power  engine  of  modern  design.  Large 
two-story  dock  warehouses  adjoin  the 
.structure  on  two  sides.  A  dock  185 
feet  long  is  being  constructed  next  to 
these  warehouses  so  that  the  large 
dry  goods  cargoes  from  the  Eastern 
markets  may  be  unloaded  from  lake 
boats    directly    at    the    warehouse. 

There  are  excellent  switching  ar- 
rangements. One  track  enters  the 
dock    warehouse  and   other  tracks  run 


along  the  south  side  of  the  main  build- 
ing. 

An  important  factor  In  the  new  ar- 
rangement Is  the  bringing  of  the 
woolen  mill  now  operated  by  F.  A. 
Patrick  &  Co.,  from  Fosston,  Minn.,  its 
present  location,  to  Duluth.  Tlie  ca- 
pacity of  the  woolen  mill  will  be 
largely  Increased.  Part  of  the  mill 
machinery  will  be  brought  from  the 
mill  at  Fosston  and  a  large  amount  of 
new  equipment  will  be  added.  The 
Patrick  mill  will  produce  woolen 
fabrics  of  several  varieties,  but  prin-

TRACK  MEET 
AT  MINNEAPOUS 


Washington,  April  30. — By  the  de- 
cisive vote  of  35  to  ::9  and  in  the  midst 
of  intense  excitement,  the  adminis- 
tration Republicans  in  the  senate  yes- 
terday defeated  the  Cummins  substi- 
tute for  the  Crawford-Elklns  traffic 
agieement  provision  of  the  railroad 
bill.  This  question  had  practically  mo- 
nopolized the  attention  of  the  senate 
for  the  last  week  and  was  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  important  sub-divisions 
of  th«f  pending  bill.  -The  vote  is  gen- 
erallv  accepted  as  a  test  of  the 
t^titngth  of  the  contending  sides  re- 
spectivelv,  and  it  is  believed  that  it 
presages  the  passage  of  the  bill  by  a 
safe   majority. 

The  insurgents  and  Democrats  con- 
tended that  the  purpose  of  the  Craw- 
ford provision  was  to  take  the  rail- 
roads from  under  the  yherman  anti- 
trust law.  It  would  permit  traffic 
agreements  to  be  made  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commission,  but  would 
not  require  that  each  rate,  fare  and 
chaige  be  submitted  to  the  commission 
in  advance   of   ita    going    into   effect. 

The  vote  was  not  a  large  one  and 
represented  only  little  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  senate  membership.  Ot 
the  total  membership  of  92  there  were 
28  senators  who  did  not  vote,  and  of 
these  four  were  ab.'^ent  without  being 
piurtd  and  all  of  these  were  Demo- 
crnis  Thev  were  Senators  Clarke  of 
Arkansas,  Hankhead  of  Alabama,  Mc- 
Enery  of  Louisiana  and  Smith  of  Mary- 
land. 

Drniocratii  With  CumminM. 
All  of  the  Democrats  present  cast 
their  votes  In  favor  of  the  Cummins 
prevision,  so  that  if  the  DemocratlJ 
serators  who  were  absent  and  un- 
palied  had  been  present  and  had  voted 
tor  the  amendment,  the  ballot  lii  n-^ 
favor  would  have  been  Increased  to 
3o.  still  less  by  two  votes  thaii  the 
vote  against  the  provision.  Only  I'i 
Democrtlc  votes  were  cast,  and  these, 
together  with  eleven  Republicans  who 
voieci  for  the  Cummins  substitute,  con- 
stituted the  entire  affirmative  vot ;.

Mr  La  Follette  asserted  that  party 
platforms  freiiuently  came  nearer  rep- 
resneting  the  views  of  Interested  par- 
ties than  those  of  the  people  at  large, 
and  that  in  reality  the  senate  com- 
mittee's recommendalon  did  not  coin- 
cide with  the  party  declarations. 
Seoren  Convention  Action. 
Rising  to  tiptoe  and  stretching  his 
arms  towards  the  Republican  side,  the 
Wisconsin  senator  preceded  to  present 
his  view  of  the  transactions  at  the  Chi- 
cago  convention. 

"When  •  he  said,  "the  hour  came  to 
call  together  the  committees  on  reso- 
lutions: there  were  there  the  heads  of 
the  greatest   trusts   in   the   country. 

Hp  declared  that  not  only  the  Repub- 
lican party,  but  he  Democratic  pary 
also,  could  find  It  necessary  to  protect 
Itself  from  these  Influenced,  for,  he 
said  "the  same  gentlemen  that  were  in 
Chicago  went  also  to  Denver. 

He  asserted  that  not  only  must  the 
Republican  party  disentangle  Itself

"Is  alway.4  doing  little  things 
for  the  rest  of  us,"  but  so  Quletly  that 
we  often  firget  to  thank  her.  She  Is 
as  softly  radiant  as  the  moonlight; 
when  siie  Is  absent  we  are  In  the 
dark." 

Not  a  great  many  employers  In  Amer- 
ica keep  a  large  number  of  demestlcs. 
Abroad  people  of  small  means  often 
have  more  servants  than  those  of 
liirxer  fortune  have  with  us.  A  but- 
ler, a  footman,  a  coachman^  a  gard-

along   with    one    ntaid    of    all    work. 

Hundreds  of  V'  usands  do  their  own 
woric.  from  nerf*r"ity  or  from  choice; 
and   when  a  lady  ^oea  this  be-   It   noted 


that  Bhe  is  lltssfully  independent,  and 
has  a  tidy  house  with  little  waste  or 
breakage,  and  tlint  when  her  work  Is 
done  she  is  ratisfied  that  It  has  been 
well    uore. 

Servants  with  us  dislike  the  name. 
It  seems  to  them  menial,  and  is  op- 
pos-»d  to  the  jfeneral  conviction  tnat 
•jvcrylx  dy  is  just  as  good  as  wvory- 
body  else. 

A  well  bred  child  never  bullies  the 
help.  If  he  asks  Mary  to  do  him  a 
klndtiess  he  thanks  hoi  in  return.  If 
thi  little  dauiiliter  of  the  house  ven- 
tures 'i  to  the  kitcofn  on  affairs  of  her 
own    she    is   polite    to    Katy    or    Mary. 

When  the  woman  who  is  hired  to 
help  Is  disagroeaMe,  churlish  and 
tyrannical  to  the  children  of  the  house- 
nold  she  should  be  dismissed.  Even 
If  otherwise  satisfactory  and  alto- 
gether competent,  a  bad  temper  and 
boorish  .speech  render  her  unnt  to  be 
with  children.  They  have  their 
rights  In  the  kitchen  If  they  wish  to, 
and  to  have  pleasant  relations  with 
the  maid.  But  children  should  not 
be  suffered  to  treat  a  cook,  waitress, 
lUMse  or  other  domestic  with  any  un- 
klndness  or  any  rudeness. 

Nor  do  good  manners  allow  children 
to  make  extra  work  for  a  busy  wo- 
man. They  should  put  away  their 
own  outdoor  garments.  They  should 
wipe  their  feet  and  leave  mud  and 
dirt  outside,  and  if  they  make  fudge 
or  cjokies  in  the  kitchen  they  should 
clear  up  after  their  work  is  done. 
When  only  one  person  is  kept  to  as- 
sist In  tile  housekeeping  she  cannot 
shoulder  the  whole  load  and  the  child- 
ren should  not  add  to  her  cares.

A  clue  to  that  <eems  well  worth 
while  gainins.  not  only  for  the  influence 
France  lias  had  on  the  learning  and 
wisdom  and  social  |l  race  of  the  world, 
but  more  particular!  >•  because  this  part 
of  the  world  owes  .--o  much  in  the  be- 
ginning to  French  alv-nture  and  char- 
acter. The  geograi>hical  names  alone 
are  full  of  associations  of  French  ex- 
plorations. 

University  extension  is  an  effort  to  do 
just  what  the.  nam.  implies,  to  carry 
thr>  influence  of  the  university  and  its 
beneflts  into  every  community,  to  reach 
those  who  may  no  enjoy  university 
residence,  those  wh  )  liave  passed  the 
age  of  university  studies.  and  to 
broaden  its  scope  to  touch  aU  the  activ- 
ities of   life.

Deprived  of  its  earliest  and  natural 
food  supply,  and  weaned  from  the  bot- 
tle, the  little  one  sometimes  acquires 
the  habit  of  sucking  Its  fingers  while 
going  to  sleep.

One  of  the  most  Important  things  to 
a  ?us%  man  Is  to  work  so  that  he  has 
a  margin  or  reserve  of  vital  rorce 
With  inost  of  us  this  is  one  of  the  most 
dlfficuU  things  to  learn.  One  should 
rareU'  work  up  to  the  point  when  he 
cln  go  on  no^  longer.  Circumstances 
may  arise  In  which  such  a  condition 
cannot  be  avoided,  but  fortunately  the 
occr°ions  when  It  Is  real  y  necessary 
are  few,  though  the  habit  of  seeing 
?he  necessity  ever  present  Is  easily 
firmed?  If  care  and  watchfulness  are 
exercised.  Men  and  women  who 
Ire  too  anxious  readily  acquire  ths 
destructive  habit,  and  dissipate  their 
vftal  force  on  anything  but  vital  affairs. 


Their  anxiety  may  be  due  tu  a  desire 
to  "get  on"  rapidly,  or  to  get  rich 
"quickly,"  or  the  tear  of  being  left 
behind  by  a  competitor,  or  a  host  of 
other  supposed  causes. 

Most  hard  workers  can,  as  the  neces- 
sity arises,  make  an  extra  spurt;  but 
no'one  can  safely  work  at  high  tension 
all  the  time.  Hosts  of  young  men  en- 
gaged in  business  would  In-  all  the  bet- 
ter If  they  knew  more  about  hustling, 
but  for  those  who  do  hustle  there  are 
wrong  and  right  waya  of  doing  it. 
When  hustle  is  merely  bustle,  energy 
is  dissipated  and   vitality  runs  to  waste. 

One  result  of  this  latter  i«.  sooner  or 
later,  an  inevitable  breakdown  and  an 
enforced  rest.  Even  the  rest  does  not 
do  the  good  that  it  could,  because  the 
individual  so  afflicted  cannot  take  his 
relaxation  quietly,  unless  indeed  he  is 
physically  incapacitated  from  any  ac- 
tivity  whatsoever.

OFTEN  when  the  children  are  wan- 
dering throngb  the  woods  or  the 
meadows  they  come  upon  tiny 
paths  leading  here  and  there.  These 
curious  llttli  pathways— like  well- 
beaten  trails— are  the  roadways  of  the 
wild  mice  which  inhabit  that  port 
of  the  land.  If  one  will  but  follow  these 
paths  he  will  be  led  through  deep,  over- 
banging  grasses,  under  low-hanging  shrub- 
bery, which  forms  an  archway  above  the 
little  travelers,  and  over  broad  prairies. 
And  If  the  children  wonder  why  they  do 
not  overtake  or  meet  some  of  the  mice 
who  have  made  these  paths  It  is  because 
they  have  not  become  acquainted  with 
the  habits  of  the  tiny  creatures.  It  is 
only  after  sundown  or  at  nightfall  .  t 
the  mice  come  forth  to  visit,  or  to  hunt 
for  provender. 

The  field  mouse  is  held  as  a  common 
plague,  aud  was  originally  an  inhabitant 
of  some  Far  Eastern  country.  But  now 
he  is  to  be  found  in  all  parts  of  the 
world,  which  goes  to  show  that,  like  man, 
he  is  a  traveler.  The  wild  mouse  is  first 
cousin  to  the  house  mou  e  in  so  far  as 
they  resemble  each  other  ^  eatly  in  form 
and  habits,  though  in  som».  respects  they 
differ.  But  closely  related  ihey  are,  and 
it  is  not  uncommon  for  a  house  mouse 
to  wander  from  civilization  to  the  wilds 
of  wood  and  dale,  while  on  the  other 
hand  wild  mice  often  take  up  their  abode 
in  u  barn,  thence  In  the  house  nearby. 
Thus  It  will  be  seen  that  they  couae  from 
the  same  family  and  are  at  least  first 
cousins. 

As    tbey    became    scattered    throughout  i 
the    world    the   wild    mice    took   on    differ-    | 
ent  chanicteristics  and  physical  markings,   | 
just  as  man  has  changed  under  new  con- 
ditions   and    climate.      There    Is    one    sli- 
des  of   wild    mouse    to   be   found    in   this 
country    called    the    "white-footed    West- 
ern mouse."     There  is  another  called  the 
"Hudson    Bay   Jumper,"   and   it    is   to   be 
found  In  the  regions  round  about  Hudson 
Bay,   from   which  It  gets   its    name. 

The  house  moise  is  familiar  to  ail  chil- 
dren, but  I  wonder  how  many  boys  and 
girls  ever  stop  to  think  how  dainty 
and  pretty  the  little  creature  is?  His 
coat  is  sleek  aud  clean;  his  eyes  bright 
and  intelligent;  his  teeth  gllsteulng  and 
white;  his  nose  pink  and  his  ears  like 
wax. 

The  Jumping  mouse  Is  formed  physi- 
cally much  like  a  kangaroo.  Indeed,  one 
writer,  in  describing  him,  says  he  is  a 
"miniature  kangaroo.""  His  hind  legs  are 
long  and  slender  and  his  forelegs  short 
and  strong.  His  coat  is  dark  brown  on 
top  of  his  back,  yellowish  brown  at  the 
SKies  and  white  undornoath.  Ills  paws 
and  ankles  ore  white— white  socks,  chil- 
dren would  say.  His  tall  is  much  longer 
than  that  of  the  house  mouse,  being 
twice  the  length  of  his  body.  It  is 
gracefully  tipped  with  white.  In  general 
appearance  the  Jumping  mouse  is  a  de- 
cidedly   pretty    fellow. 

The  wild  mice  differ  In  their  choice  of 
BoIL  Some  prefer  dry  ground,  while 
others  choose  wet  ground.  They  all  bur- 
row to  a  more,  or  less  degree.  Some  build 
elaborate  nests.  The  prairie  or  meadow 
mouse  is  a  great  gossip,  chattering  in  a 
fine,  sqneaky  voice  incessantly.  That  they 
have  a  language  all  their  own  cannot  be 
denied  by  those  who  have  made  a  study 
of  them.  They  are  fierce  little  fighters, 
too,  and  wage  war  against  each  other, 
stealing   from     each     other's     storehouses 


wbencTcr  they  can  get  the  opportunity- 
They  are  thrifty  to  a  degree,  laying  In 
food  in  the  fall  to  last  them  during  the 
hard  winter  months.  The  Jumping  mous* 
is  an  exception  to  this  rule,  for  he,  like 
the  chipmunk  and  woodchuck,  has  his 
torpid  spells  during  the  cold  weather, 
biding  away  lu  his  cozy  bouse  iu  the 
ground,  wrapped  snugly  lu  bis  tall,  and 
waiting  till  the  warmth  of  spring  call* 
bim  to  life  and  activity  again. 

The  field  mice  live  In  hollow  stumps, 
under  fallen  logs  and  under  the  edges 
of  old  straw-stacks  and  in  corn-shocks. 
Their  food  consists  of  Juicy  roots,  gieen 
grasses,  tender  plants,  nuts  and  grain, 
which  they  find  after  the  crop  has  been 
garnered.  Grains,  nuts  and  roots  supply 
their  winter's  food. 

Thoreau,  poet  and  naturalist,  loved  all 
living  creatures,  and  even  the  little  wild 
mouse  or  the  domestic  bouse  monso 
came  In  for  a  share  of  his  sympathy  and 
care.  The  following  Is  quoted  frorj  one 
of  his  books: 

"The    mice    which    haunted    my    house 
were    not    the    common    ones,    which    are 
i   said    to    have    been    Introduced    into    the 
country,    but    a    wild    native    klud    not   to 
be    found    In    the    village.    I    sent    one    to 
a    distinguished    naturalist    and    it    inter- 
ested  him    much.     When    I   was  building, 
one  of  these  had  its  nest  underneath  the 
house,  and   before  I  bad  laid   the  second 
floor  and  swept  out  the  shaving**  it  would 
come    out    regularly    at    luncbtlme    to   eat 
the  crumbs  at  my   feet.     It  probably   bad 
never    seen    a    man    before,    and    It    soon 
became    quite    familiar    aud    wouM    run 
over    my    shoes    and    up    my    clothes.      It 
could    readily    ascend    the    sides    of    the 
room   by    short   impulses,    like   a   squirrel, 
whlcii   it    resembled    In    its    motions.      At 
length,    when    1    leaned   my   elbow  on   the 
bench    one    day.     It    ran    up    my    clothes 
aud    r.long    my    sleeve,    and    around    and 
around    the   tr.bie   which   held   uiy   dinner, 
while    1    kept   the   latter  close  and  played 
at    bopeep    with   It.    And   when    at    lust    1 
held   still   a   piece   of  cheese  between    my

Ibsen  uses  the  death  of  little  Eyoif 
to  uoinl  the  moral  that  we  shall  not 
vleld  to  the  sensuous  fascinations  of 
life  but  regard  the  ideal  as  the  goal 
of  marriage.  In  spits  of  Its  abstruse- 
ness  tfrom  a  Broadway  point  of  vlewt 
it  Is  remarkable  that  the  play  s'T^ld 
inspire  such  evident  interest.

Is  cut  bv  Fannies  prospective  sister-in- 
law  lavs  her  out  In  an  exchange  of 
biting  "repartee.  an<l  marries  Fannle's 
brother.  Norman,  herself. 

She  doesn't  know  that  Norman  mar- 
ried her  in  a  pique  after  a  quarrel  with 
Rena  Clebrook.  and  she  is  very  happy 
amid  her  new  surroundings,  for  the 
Marshes  are  "society  people."  Her  hap- 


endures  ai^  she  notices  Nor- 
mans often  dlslral€  manner,  and,  after 
another  one  of  tho8#  sharp  set-tos  with 
her  old  rival,  Keo«,  sne  becomes  con- 
scious that  she  ha*  failed  to  make  Nor- 
man happy,  and  thfct  he  secretly  regrets 
not  having  taken  Rena.  But  she  re- 
solves  to  fight  it  out  to  the  last.

She  has  method 
that  suggests  the  style  of  Maggie 
Mitchell.  She  has  a  big.  childisii  look 
that  alwavs  speaks  tor  her  earnestness, 
and  slie  has  a  little  fund  of  emotions 
that  she  tan  tap  with  a  nice  sen.se  ot 
propriety  and  without  sliedding  an  un- 
due amount  of  tears.

Laurence  Irving  brought  out  the 
second  plav  of  Eugene  Brieux  last 
week  at  the  Comedy,  where  he  ap- 
peared In  "The  Affinity"  of  the  same 
author  earlier  In  the  season.  The  new 
plav  Is  called  "The  Three  Daughters  of 
M  "l>upont."  Irving  plays  the  role  of 
a  crafty,  middle-aged  Frenchman,  a 
semi-humorous  old  curmudgeon,  who 
has  three  daughters.  One  of  them  hai 
gone  to  the  bad  at  ..U..  the  other  has 
grown  Into  hopeless  splnsterhood  and 
the  third  Is  to  be  married  off  to  a 
man  she  doesn't  love.  The  two  elder 
sisters  are  merely  Incidents.  The  play 
concerns  It.self  with  the  marriage  of 
the    youngest    and   what   comes   of    It. 

The  treatment  of  the  subject  is  de- 
lightful. It  shows  Dupont  and  the 
mother  of  tlie  young  marriage  candi- 
date bargaining,  like  two  veteran  horse 
tiaders.  over  the  dot  which  Dupont  Is 
to  furnish,  and  each  one  fries  to  cheat 
the  other.  After  the  marrlags,  unhap- 
plness  sets  it.  The  husband  refuses 
the  wife  the  only  compensatory  joy, 
that,  of  motherhood,  because  of  en- 
forced economy,  and  there  is  a  thrill- 
ing third-act  climax,  when  the  two  all 
but  come  to  blows  and  wrestle  all  over 
the  stage. 

The  background  to  this  relationship 
Is  furnislied  by  Dupont  and  the  young 
husbands  mother  and  their  curious 
etTorts  to  outwit  eacii  other.  Dupont 
falls  to  come  to  time  with  the  30,000 
francs  he  promised  to  pay  in  three 
months  toward  his  daughters  marriage 
dower,  and  the  woman  gets  even  by 
disclosing  the  insolvency  of  a  relative 
of  whom  the  young  husband  has  great 
expectations.  The  young  wife  decides 
on  a  separation  from  her  husband,  but. 
Just  In  time,  the  castaway  sister  re- 
turns to  the  house  and  exhorts  her  to 
take  up  her  domestic  cross  again,  and 
the  spinster  opportunely  counsels  her 
not  to  enter  the  open  market  as  a 
wage  earner,  pointing  to  her  own  bit- 
ter experience  as  a  deterrent.  The 
first  would  like  to  be  any  mans  wed- 
ded wife,  and  the  second  ditto.  In  tli,> 
end  there  Is  nothing  for  the  youngest 
sister  to  do  but  forgive  her  husband, 
particularly  as  the  husband  secretly 
loves   her. 

All  of  which  sounds  rather  mourn- 
ful. But.  I  assure  you.  M.  Brieux  is 
such  a  clever  workman  that  half  the 
time  he  has  you  laughing  heartily  at 
M.  Dupont's  pettifogging  rascality  and 
the  malicious  chicanery  of  Madame 
Malraut.  The  piece  stigmatizes  the 
French  custom  of  selecting  husbands 
and  treating  marriage  as  a  matter  of 
bargain  and  sale.  It  suggests  Balzae 
in  Its  domestic  touches,  and  here  and 
there  even  MoMere  In   humor. 

Irving  was  admirable  as  M.  Dupont. 
and  Mabel  Hackney,  his  wife,  played 
.Iiille,  the  youngest  daughter,  very 
cleverly.  Then  there  was  Jeffreys 
Lewis,  who  made  a  hit  as  Madame  Mai- 
raut,  the  mother-io-lavr,  iiOt  to  speak 
of  tlie  excellent  cast  In  detail.  The 
plav  has  a  purpose,  which,  unfor- 
tunately, was  lost  on  some  of  the  crit- 
ics, although  the  majority  praised  the 
i>erformance   highly.

At  »Iaxlne  Elliott's  theater  Mabel 
Harrison  and  Harry  Conor  appeared 
the  next  evening  in  "Lulu's  Husbands.  " 
by  Maurice  .Soulle,  translated  and  con- 
verted into  a  fable-ln-slang  by  Thomp- 
i^-«m  Buchanan,  who  wrote  "A  Woman's 
Way"  for  Oraee  George.  It  Is  a  merry 
piece,  although  a  rehash  of  every  situ- 
ation in  farce  since  the  original  "Com- 
edv  of  Errors"  by  Plautus.  The  pr<d)- 
able  sue<ess  of  this  piece  proves  that 
<  (imleal  junk  does  best  on  Broadway. 

To  recount  the  plot  would  be  about 
as  easy  as  to  solve  the  Chinese  puzzle. 
I  must  content  myself  with  the  explan- 
ation that  Lulu  Is  a  little  musie  hall 
artist  whose  press  agent  has  arranged 
f<ir  hf^r  t<i  meet  a  man  who  has  ad- 
vertised for  a  wife.  The  meeting  takes 
place  at  a  roadhouse.  T.,ulii  has  sent 
the  man  the  picture  of  a  young  married 
woman  and  one-time  schoolmate,  and  It 
happens  that  this  young  married  wom- 
an comes  to  the  same  Inn  with  a  youth 
with  whom  she  has  staito<l  to  elope, 
and  is  presently  pursued  by  her  sus- 
picious husband.  Dr.  Morrison.  The 
man  who  advertised  for  a  wife  recog- 
nized Mrs.  Morrison  by  her  picture, 
and.  as  shp  is  decidedly  good-looking, 
brushes  Lulu  aside  and  Insists  she  Is 
the  one  he  has  cnme  to  meet. 

The  rest  of  the  piece  shows  Lulu's 
efforts  directed  on  one  hand  to  appease 
the  Irate  bridegriiom,  who  Is  Jealous  of 
Dr.  Morrison,  and  on  the  other  to  keep- 
ing the  doctor  In  Ignorance  of  bl^ 
wife's  Indiscretion.  Nothing  more  silly 
can  be  imagined.  bOt  Mabel  Barrlson 
and  Conor  were  Indescribably  amus- 
ing. 

Both     came     before     the    public     this 
time    with    a    strrtng   record    of    success 
,is  the  principals  In   "The  Blue  Mouse,"     .... 
and    Uiey    sustained   expectations    welUjlln, 


Miss  Barrison  is  an  airy,  fairy-like 
little  creature,  with  an  insidious  affec- 
tation of  innocence  and  a  soubrettish 
charm,  and  Conor  is  quaint,  dry-witted 
and  of  unctuous  personality  as  a  com- 
edian. And  the  lines  are  explosively 
lunny.  Regretfully  It  must  be  stated 
that  they  are  also  \  ery  slangy.  But 
slang  and  local  allusions  are  nowhere 
more  welcome  than  In  little,  old,  self- 
sufficient   New    York.

Mrs.  FIske  closed  her  four  weeks' 
engagement  at  the  Lyceum  last  Sat- 
urday evening,  playing  Ibsens  "Pillars 
of  Society"  the  first  two  weeks  and  the 
double  bill  of  "Hannele"  and  "The 
Green  Cockatoo'  the  third  and  half  of 
the  last  week.

"Hannele'  too  mourniul.  The  scenic 
effects  in  this  piece  are  exceptional, 
and  Mrs.  Fiske  gives  a  wonderful  ex- 
ample of  her  ability.  In  completely 
merging  herself  in  the  identity  of  the 
little  child.  She  is  aided  in  this  de- 
lusion by  a  capital  adjustment  of  the 
stage   lights. 

The  principal  scenes  transpire  in  a 
Sllesian  poorhouse,  where  Hannele  is 
brought  just  after  her  attempt  to 
drown  herself  in  a  forest  pon.l  in  order 
to  escape  the  brutalities  of  a  drunken 
stepfatiier.  In  her  delirium  slie 
imagines  herself  going  through  all  the 
stages  of  death  and  transition  to 
heaven  in  the  arms  of  her  beloved 
Savior,  and  'ine  thrilling  vision  after 
another  is  briiliantly  staged  and  acted 
by  her  company.  She  gives  an  amusing 
imitation  of  a  child  s  voice,  whose 
effect  in  the  darkness  is  most  striking; 
l)Ut  she  has  little  to  do  in  the  way  of 
ordinary  acting,  and  a  great  part  of 
the  play,  so  lar  as  she  is  concerned,  is 
pantomimic.  Naturally  a  great  many 
prefer  the  more  robust  personality  of 
Lona  Hessel  in  "The  Pillars.  '

But  the 
attempt  to  be  one's  <*wn  doctor  is  even 
mori  foolish  and  eventuates  in  more 
work  for  the  real  physicians  and  for 
the    undertaker,    too.

This  clear,  tasteless  so- 
lution   hi  s    the    power    of    neuiralizlns 
strong  at  ids  .md  Is  very  beneficial  as  a 
chemical     antidote     where    any     strong 
acid    has    been    taken    into    the   stomach 
or    dropi'ed    Into    the    eye    by    mistake. 
Lime    wa  er.    like   tannic  acid.   Is   harm- 
less   and    cheap,    and    may    be    ai)plled 
freelv     %\  ithout     fear     of     damage.        It 
should    he    remembered,    however,    that 
lime  wat  *r  Is  not  an  antidote  to  carbol- 
ic   acid,    iiecause    the    so-called    carbolic 
acid  Is  r-ally  not  an  acid  at  all.  but  a 
phenol — i:alllng    for   alcohol    as    its    best 
antidote.      Another   use   for   lime   water 
is    to    ml  \    a   spoonful   or   so    of   It    with 
the    pitcher    of    cream    or    milk    to    be 
served  with  add  fruits  or  berries.  Lime 
water    p<uvents    the    curdling    of    milk 
bv  neutralizing  the  fruit  acids. 

"The  be*t  possible  antidote  to  excoria- 
tion by  strong  alkalies,  such  as  lye. 
caustic  potash,  etc..  is  vinegar.  Also 
vinegar  Is  a  fairly  good  antidote  to 
carbolic  acid  poisoning.  ,      .        , 

AVhate/er  may  be  said  against  cal- 
omel by  people  more  zealous  than  ex- 
perience.! In  the  handling  of  disease, 
this  dru .;  Is  the  introductory  remedy 
adminlst 'red  by  most  capable  physi- 
cians In  the  handling  of  a  number  of 
di-eases.  Indeed,  one  can  liardly  go 
wrong  to  take  a  reasonable  amount 
of  calom  d  when  frellng  thoroughly  out 
of  sorts,  particularly  If  tliere  are  evi- 
dences *  f  a  clogged  condition  of  the 
«ecrctlot  s.  The  best  way  to  take  cal- 
omel Is  to  begin  at  6  p.  m.  by  takmg 
a  combination  tablet  containing  one 
grain  ol  soda,  and  to  take  a  second 
tablet  at  7  and  a  third  at  8.  This 
course  of  medicine  may  be  advantange- 
ouslv  followed  early  next  morning  by 
a    model  ate    dose    of    salts. 

Frequently  a  dose  of  salts  alone 
will  cle;  r  out  the  system,  rendering  It 
unnecos^ary  to  resort  to  calomel.  And

Harry  A.  Franck  has  followed  In  the 
footsteps  of  Wyckoff.  the  sdologist  of 
Princeton  university.  and  the  late 
Joslah  Flint,  in  leading  the  life  of  a 
trainp.

And  yet  there  are  unl;nowing  folk  who 
speak  of  him  merely  as  the  man  who 
conducted  Iloosevelt  md  Taft  through 
tho  Yosemite.  I  belii've  that  Muir  se- 
cretly despises  this  popular  distinction. 
Rather  would  he  be  known  among  men 
as  the  man  who  writes  books;  and  that 
Is  the  way  the  schoUirs  of  the  country 
know   him. 

But.  though  he  dd  not  court  the 
lionor  of  guiding  the  strenuou.-?  one 
through  tho  wilds.  :>ut  tried  to  get 
out  of  It  he  told  me  afterward  that 
the  jaunt  was  an  enloyable  one.  Mr. 
Roosevelt's  entliusia  tm  for  the  Yo- 
semite was  tin  hound -d,  an<l  he  asked 
Muir  questions  tiiat  i  bowed  he  under- 
stood the  value  of  the  tremendous 
natural  objects  toward  which  his  eye- 
glasses were  directed.  .Ml  up  and  down 
the  valley  went  the  slow-moving  cal- 
vacade.  Mulr  in  the  lead,  pulling  In 
his  horse  now  and  then  to  point  out 
some  wonder,  such  as  the  Bridal  Veil 
Falls.  Sentinel  Rock  or  the  domes.  It 
was  Kl  Caplt.'in.  with  its  tremendous 
bulk  impending  so  ^rrandly  over  the 
vallev.  that  most  imnressed  Mr.  Roose- 
velt, He  never  tired  looking  at  It,  an;! 
asking  questions  abo  it  it.  ai>  of  vci''!^h 
Muir  answered  io  his  lUumlnatJa^  vvav, 
for  no  one  knows  the  Yoseyi^fie  as  lie 
knows  it  or  is  more  fuH  ^,f  stories  of 
the  old  days  when  ihv  r^d  men  held  al- 
most undisputed^  possession  of  the  val- 
ley 
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"Mr.  Ko.^^evel{  showed  himself  to 
me  in.  *^^»  light  of  ;i  sincere  and  de- 
vot'>»  nriture  lover."  said  Muir.  "It's 
*  mightv  good  thing  to  have  for  jiresi- 
dent  a  man  who  und  -rstands  the  value 
of  our  great  natura  possessions,  and 
who    is    willing    to   CM  nserve    th.em."

As  lor  T.ift.  I  di>  lht  ii  Muir  holds 
quite  such  a  high  opinion  of  him. 
though  he  found  iiirr  more  of  a  moun- 
taineer tlian  he  liad  expected  and  also 
more  of  a  forester.  ,Vn  escort  of  troops 
had  been  provided  'or  the  president, 
hut  he  respectfully  requested  that  the 
arrangement  be  cat  celed,  and  tlii.i 
raisetl  him  a  peg  in  Mulr's  estimation. 
He  and  his  party  drove,  rode  or 
walked  the  trails,  with  Mulr  always  at 
hand  to  answer  quet^ lions  and  to  point 
,»„:  lutci'iistins  oiiieets  that  mltrht 
have  confused  the  presidential  eve.  For 
Yosemite.  in  its  larpess  of  beauty  and 
its  manv  awe-lnsp  ring  wonders  of 
cliff  and  dome  and  waterfalls  is  con- 
fusing. Mull  was  p  irtliMilarly  pleased 
by  w^hat  the  president  said  about  the 
manner  in  which  th'  great  valley  had 
been  nep'lected  bv  lourists  who  went 
abroad  to  see  far  les  i  wonderful  sights. 
With  Muir  In  the  lead.  tlie  party 
climbed  the  Glacier  Point  trail,  arriv- 
ing at  tiie  summit  and  stepping  out  .in 
the  ledge  from  whit  h  one  looks  down 


3,300  feet.  Just  as  the  sun  was  sink-  j 
Ing  in  the  west.  Tlie  president  stood 
in  silence  for  a  long  time,  gazing  at 
the  artists"  dream  of  beauty  tliat 
glowed  ui>on  tlie  peaks  and  over  the 
delicate  pink  and  violet  llglit  effects 
as  tliey  filtered  through  towerin.g  for- 
ests of  pine  and  touciied  the  granite 
wuiis  with  warm  tints  of  wonderful 
color. 

Next    morning    the    president    was    up 
very  early,  and   leaving  the   little  liotel. 
perched  like  a  dove-cote  upon  tlie  sum- 
mit,   he    and    Mulr    went    out    and    stood 
upon    the   point    again.      Mulr   had    been 
fearful    lest    the    7.100-foot    altitude    of 
tlu    place  might  affect   tlie  president   as 
is  often  does  men  of  his  build,   but   Mr. 
Taft    said    he    never    felt    better    In    his 
life        After     witnessing    the     gorgeous 
sunrise,   he  went  back   to  bed  and  slept 
until    8   o'clock.      He    enjoyed    the    four- 
mile    zig-zag    tramp    with    Mulr    down 
the    fai-e    of    the    cliff     to    the     floor     of 
the  valley.     It   was  on  this  tramp  that 
he   chaffed    the    old    mountaineer    about 
the     Hetch-Hetcliy    water     project,     but 
Muir    would    not    yield    an    Inch    of    his 
argument    against    what    he    called    the 
proposed      desecration    of    the      valley. 
When   the  president,  for  th.e  sake  of  di- 
^•ersion,  began  to  twit  his  guide  lightly 
upon    his    views.    Mulr    at    last    became 
exasperated. 

"Oh.  I  suppose  the  r.iscals  will  get  It 
in    the   end:"    he    exclaimed. 

The  president  offered  some  balm  to 
Mulr's  luulsed  heart,  by  requesting 
Secretary  Balllnger  to  meet  the  moun 
taiiieer  at  El  Portal  soon  afterward 
and  go  Into  tlie  Hetch-Hetchy  with 
hini  while  he  looked  over  the  grounds 
of  the  San  Francisco  project.  This  gave 
Mull  an  opportunity  to  "speak  his 
piece"  In  a  more  extender  way.  which 
he  did  witli  all  the  emphasis  of  an 
earnest,  ardent    soul. 

In  the  meantime,  he  oonducted  the 
president  to  other  interesting  points  in 
and  about  the  \ alley.  When  Mr.  Taft 
reached  the  Sentinel  hotel  after  hl.s 
long  tramp  down  from  »ilacler  point 
lie  was  wet  with  perspiration,  and  as 
he  had  but  one  suit  of  underclothiiiK 
with  him  he  liad  to  go  to  bed  while 
these  were  hung  out  to  dry.  Mulr 
nev'^r  walks  fast,  and  In  climbing 
mountains  he  always  la«es  plenty  of 
time,  so  that  in  showing  the  presi- 
dent over  the  trails  he  did  not  greatly 
fatigue  hiin.  Imleed,  the  walks  seemod 
to  do  the  big  man  a  lot  of  good,  and 
in  the  evening.  Instead  of  lying  about, 
he  would  sit  up  and  play  cards  with 
members  of  his  i>arty. 

A  Pttet  of  the  innnlmate. 
It  was  Instructive  both  to  Koosevelt 
and  "Taft  to  go  out  In  thr  woods  with 
Mulr.  For  to  walk  with  him  in  sucli  a 
place  is  to  have  one's  eyes  opened  to 
many  things  not  commonly  suspected. 
He  knows  all  the  flowers,  the  plants, 
the  trees,  tlie  birds  and  the  other  wild 
folk  of  tlie  forest,  and  he  never  tires 
of  explaining  them  to  an  interesiod 
listener.  He  points  out  such  hyper- 
bolical yet  Indisiiutable  thing  as  that  a 
dewdrop  Is  an  eye  that  sees  and  re- 
flects the  whole  world  about  It.  and 
that  the  living  atoms  of  the  rock  are 
all    dancing    to    musl<>, 

"Think  of  it"  he  once  said  to  me  as 
his  hand  wufed  over  a  verdure-colored 
\  alley  vrflere  the  leaves  sparkled  with 
dew.  '"All  tip  and  down  the  hillside — a 
niDVion  eyesV' 

His  Is  a  highly  poetical  Imagination 
— not  tliat  of  the  mere  botanist  or  ge- 
olglst;  and  yet  though  he  Is  constant- 
ly uttering  such  fancies  as  the  fore- 
going he  is  the  sternest  critic  of  the 
nature-fakers,  and  often  laughs  them 
out  of  court  by  showing  the  absurdity 
of  sojne  of  their  pretensions  to  inti- 
mate knowledge  of  animal  life.  He 
loves  wild  creatures  and  never  carries 
a  gun  when  he  is  out  in  the  moun- 
tains. He  told  me  that  he  has  often 
gone  out  on  long  tramps  In  almost  In- 
accessible places  for  weeks  at  a  time 
with  no  other  impedimenta  than  a  bag 
of   bread,  a   little   tea   and   a   tin   cup. 

'tJut  If  you  had  carried  a  gun,  Mr. 
Mulr,"  I  once  said  to  him.  "you  could 
have  lived  upon  the  game  you  could 
have   shot    along   the    way." 

"Game!"  he  exclaimed.  "I  can 
never  look  upon  quails  and  rabbits  and 
deer  as  game — something  to  be  hunted 
and  slain.  Why.  I  should  even  hesi- 
tate to  kill  a  rattlesnake.  Often  In 
high,  rocky  places  I  iiave  encountered 
rattlers,  but  I  have  always  let  them 
alone. 

"Once,  while  tramping  through  a 
,  ur-    wtld    olace.    I    met    a    grizzly.      He 
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hungry.  I  was  afraid  he  might  be 
tempted  to  make  a  meal  of  me.  As 
he  came  directly  toward  me.  there  was 
no  use  to  run  away.  1  looked  about 
for  a  handy  tree,  but  those  near  by 
were  all  too  large  to  climb.  So  I  stood 
still,  staring  over  a  log  at  the  big 
bear,  waiting  for  him  to  come  on, 
thinking  possibly  he  mlirht  not  prove 
very  dangerous  on  close  acquaintance. 
Growling  deeply,  he  came  up  towltiiln 
a    few   fe«t   of   me,    where   h£  stopped, 


stood  upon  his  haunches  and  glared 
at  me  over  the  log.  There  we  stood, 
man  and  bear,  eyeing  each  oilier  re- 
spectfully for  some  time.  At  last  the 
big  beast  dropped  upon  all  fours  and 
walked  away  through  ihe  w^oods.  Per- 
haps I  hypnotized  him  by  my  steady 
stare  Tliat  I  don't  know,  but  at  any 
rate.  I  am  satisfied  that  where  a  man 
ehows  no  hostility  to  wild  beasts  he 
Is  more  likely  to  be  let  alone  than  to 
be  attacked   by   thein." 

A    Painstaking   Writer. 

Beside  his  famous  discovery  of  the 
Alaskan  glacier  that  was  named  for 
him,  Muir  has  made  many  minor  dis- 
coveries of  gla<ders  and  waterfalls  on 
the  Pacific  coast  and  has  written  hun- 
dreds of  articles  about  explorations  for 
magazines  and  newspaper.-*.  He  Is  an 
exceedingly  painstaking  writer.  Once 
when  I  visited  him  In  his  den  in  the 
Contra  Costa  hills  he  turned  from  his 
desk    and    said: 

"There.  I  have  just  flnisbed  an  arti- 
j..^  £._-,  ;;...  Atl2^'-ic  I  K^"°  worked 
upon  It  three  weeks  and  tnere-a  oniy 
e.iiOO  words  In  it." 

"Two  thousand  words  a  week,"  said 
I.  "That's  not  limited  express  time, 
is  it?     Why  does   It  take  you  so  long?" 

"1  don't  know,'  said  he,  "unleas  it's 
because  I  pause  a  few  nours  at  the 
periods.  You  see.  I  like  to  consider 
the    infinite    nossibllltles." 

His  travels  and  explorations  are 
world-wide.  His  patient  study  of  the 
mountaioA    and      th*    flora    of    BvMslft. 


Siberia,  Manchuria.  Japan,  India,  Egypt, 
Australia.  New  i^aland  and  the  Phil- 
ippines have  given  him  a  knowledge 
uf  the  natuial  wonders  of  those  coun- 
tries that  is  second  to  that  of  no 
other  man   in  the  world. 

"I  went  to  Australia."  he  told  me, 
"mainly  for  the  reason  that  I  wanted 
to  settle  In  my  mind  wliether  the 
eucalyptus  trees  of  that  country  were 
really  the  tallest  in  the  world,  as  so 
many  w/iters  have  stated.  1  satis- 
fied myself  perfectly  on  this  point.  It 
Is  not  true  that  any  of  the  200  or  more 
species  of  eucalyptus  surpass  our 
California  sequoias  In  height  or  even 
come  within  thirty  or  forty  feet  of 
equalling  tliem,  especially  the  redwood. 
Furthermore,  I  failed  to  find  a  botanist 
in  all  Australia  who  claimed  to  have 
seen  or  measured  a  single  specimen  of 
the  eucalyptus  that  was  more  than  300 
feet  high."

Salisbury.  N.  C,  April  30.— To  the 
memory  of  that  famous  pioneer,  Daniel 
Boone,  clvllizor  of  the  North  Carolina 
and  Kentucky  wilderness,  founder  of 
Boonesborough,  Ky.,  and  central  figure 
hero  In  many  boyhood  stories  of  Indian 
fighting  and  hunting  ta.es,  memorials 
were  ceremoniously  dedicated  at  Hol- 
man's  Ford,  near  here,  today,  and  the 
place  promises  to  become  a  Mecca  for 
patriotic    pilgrims. 

On  the  historic  si)ot  where  Boone 
spent  nineteen  years  of  his  vigorous 
young  manhood,  hunting  and  resisting 
the  skulking  redskin,  patriotic  North 
Carolinians  have  erected  on  ih<'  exact 
site  of  the  old  homestead,  a  few  hun- 
dred yards  from  the  Yadkin  river,  a 
new  log  cabin,  a  replica  of  the  one  oc- 
cupied by  the  Intrepid  hunter  and  his 
family.  Directly  in  front  of  the  sim- 
ple building  stands  a  handsome  shaft 
of  native  Rowan  granite,  forming  an 
Indian  arrow  liead  fifteen  feot  high, 
and  mounted  upon  a  massive  bast-.  Or- 
namenting this  is  a  bronze  tablet  bear- 
ing the  name  "Daniel  Boone"  and  the 
date  of  Ills  residence  In  North  Carolina. 
Both  of  these  memorials  were  dedi- 
cated with  appropriate  ceremonies  in 
which  many  of  the  direct  descendants 
of  Boone  and  a  score  of  others,  who 
boast  of  their  relationship  to  the  pio- 
neer, participated. 

Hold  Kl"bomte  KxvrclHMU 
An  elaborate  program  of  exercises 
had  been  arranged  for  the  event.  J.  R. 
Mcliary.  president  of  the  Daniel  Boone 
Memorial  a.ssoclatlon.  was  master  of 
ceremonies,  and  Governor  William  \\  . 
Kltchln  presided.  The  chief  addresses 
were  delivered  by  Judge  Peter  C. 
I'rltchard  of  the  United  States  circuit 
court  of  ai-p^-als  and  Representative 
I'age  of  the  Seventh  North  Carolina  dis- 
trict. 

The  picturesque  cabin  which  was  ded- 
icated  today,  the  relics  of  the  great 
pioneer  that  It  contains  and  the  unbiue 
tablet  designed  to  perpetuate  his  mem- 
orv  are  fruits  of  the  work  of  the 
Danlt-l  Boone  Memorlfil  association.  In- 
corporated hv  the  general  assembly  of 
North  Carolina  In  1909.  The  a.«=socla- 
tion  was  created  a  corporation  "with 
power  to  hold  lands,  erect  suitable 
memorials,  collect  historical  materials 
and  do  such  other  things  as  are  neces- 
sary to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the 
life  of  Daniel  Boone  In  North  Carolina." 
The  association  is  composed  of  eleven 
men.  J.  R  McRary  of  Lexington  is 
chairman,  and  It  Is  invested  with  the 
power   to   perpetuate    itself. 

^Vurk  Only  Beinia. 
The  memorial  association  has  only 
begun  Its  work.  It  intends  to  make  of 
this  beautiful  and  picturesque  spot  a 
.Mecca  for  pilgrims  from  everywhere. 
It  Is  about  twelve  miles  from  Lexing- 
ton In  one  direction  and  an  equal  dis- 
tance from  Salisbury  in  the  other.  The 
very  spirit  of  the  mighty  hunter  and 
hero  seems  to  hover  In  the  air.  and 
echoes  from  the  distant  past  can  be 
heard  In  the  rippling  waters  of  the 
Yadkin  and  in  the  sighing  of  the  winds 
in  the  trees  which  surround  the  old 
liomestead.  One  may  linger  here  tjn- 
tll  he  can  renew  his  youth  and  his 
imagination  again  run  riot  with  visions 
of  stealthv.  painted  Indians  being  slain 
by     the     unerring     rifle    of    th«    great 


"Long    Knife,"    as    Daniel     Boone    was 
known  to  them. 

The     first     step     toward     the     accom- 
plishment   of    the   work    was    the    dona- 
lion    of   five   acres   of    land    in    Davidson 
county,    twelve    miles    from    Lexington, 
embracing  the  site  of  the  Boone  homo- 
stead  and  other  points  of  interest  made 
famous     In     the     early     history     of     the 
luinter.       Citizens    of    Davidson    county 
subscribed     funds    for    the    erection    of 
a   replica   of   the   cabin   In    which   Boone 
lived.        Citizens      of      Rowan      county 
(wlihh     was     formed     from     Davidson 
countv    in    1822)    gave     the     monument, 
and     the     Daughters    of    the     American 
Revolution     of     .Salisbury     contributed 
ihe  bron/.e  tablet  for  tlie  shaft. 
Keplloa   of   lloiiirstead. 
The  memorial   is  a  one-story,  double- 
roomed     log  structure,   with   clay  chim- 
ney and  shelter,  an  exact  replica  of  the 
homestead    built    by    Boone    about    17j3. 
Housed     within    It    are    numerous    pre- 
cious    relics,     such     as     guns,     hunting 
knives,    powder    horns    and    articles    of 
clothing   worn    by    the   pioneer,   as   well 
as  cooking  utensils  used  by  his  family. 
The  cabin   reposes   snugly   in  a  grove 
of    majestic    oaks,    tottering    with    age, 
and  the  Boone's  did  their  fi-<hlng,  dance 
over     the  rocks  and  under  the  shade  of 
the    overhanging    trees.       Not    far    dis- 
tant,   on    the      river    bank,    is      Boone's 
Cave,  or  Devil's   Den,   which  the  family 
Is   presumed   to   have    used   as  a   retreat 
when    pressed    by      skulking       Indians. 
"The     surreunding    grounds    have     been 
artistically    laid    out    to   make   the   spot 
attractive. 

The  exercises  today  took  place  on 
a  temporary  stand  erected  near  the 
cabin.     The  music  was  furnished  bjr  tne 


Pilgrim  string  band,  augumented  by  a 
large  choir  from  the  Churchland 
school,  while  sixteen  male  students 
from  the  same  school  acted  as  mar- 
shals. Picnic  dinner  was  served  the 
visitors  on   the   grounds.

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  April  Uo. — Rev.  Dr.  J.

Ww  Fitzsimmons  an 
old  man  then?  Ask  Tlve  five  men  whom 
he  fought  immediately  afterward, 
every  one  of  whom  he  knocked  kick- 
ing him  with  a  plftich.  FJtz  was 
beaten  in  June.  1899.  In  October  he 
knocked  out  Jeft  Thorne  In  a  punch. 
In  March,  1900,  he  knocked  out  Jim 
Daly    in    one    round. 

Knocked   Out    a    Matt. 

In  April  he  knocked  out  big  Dunk- 
horst  in  two  rounds.  These  men  had 
no  class,  but  do  not  forget  that  a 
fighter  has  to  hit  a  dub  something  o_f 
a  punch,  to  drop  him  In  a  round,  in 
Auguist  of  the  same  year  Fllzsimmoiis 
met  Ruhlln  and  Sharkey  two  weeks 
apart.

Fitz 
demonstrated  beyond  the  shadow  of  a 
doubt  that  after  his  first  beating  he 
was  still  present  with  the  killing 
punch  and  U  was  his  whirlwind  show- 
ing aganist  Ruhlln  and  Sharkey  that 
aroused  the  clamor  which  resulted  in 
the    .San    Francisco    fight    with    Jeffries. 

Fitz  was  etill  older  when  he  met 
.Jeff  the  second  time,  hut  he  was  not 
too  old  to  give  the  champion  the 
hardest  fieht  of  his  life.  If  he  did 
nothing  else  against  Jeffries  that 
night  he  established  the  big  felU  w's 
right  to  call  himself  one  of  the  gam- 
est  men  In  the  ring,  for  It  took  a  dead 
game  man  to  stand  the  unmerciful 
laclncr  which  that  old  man  passed  out 
for   sl\    or   seven    rounds.

Fitz 
smashed  Jim's  nose,  silt  his  cheeks, 
dropped  a  curtain  of  raw  meat  over 
each  eye  and  had  Jeff  bleeding  like 
a  bull.  Time  after  time  Fitz  set  him- 
self and  stepped  In  to  finish  the  fight 
and  tt  seemed  that  Jeff's  jaw  was 
made  of  iron,  for  lie  took  the  best  the 
old  man  could  give  him  and  kept  on 
coming. 

Fitz  rounded  the  champion  until 
both  liio  bands  were  smashed  like  egg- 
shells and,  though  Fitz  crippled  him- 
self by  tlie  force  of  his  wonderful 
punches.  Jeff  took  those  smashes  on 
the  head  and  never  so  much  as  went 
on  his  knees.

SPENT  FOR  AUTOS? 

Kansas  City  Banker  Claims 
Farmers  Have  the  Auto- 
mobile Craze. 

The  farmers  are  spending  too  much 
money  for  automobiles,  is  the  aston- 
ishing statement  of  a  Kansas  City 
banker,  who  says  that  nearly  every 
farmer  in  the  Sunflower  state  is  the 
owner  of  a  motor  car,  says  the  San 
Antonio  Express. 

Is  not  that  more  an  evidence  of 
progress  and  prosperity  than  of  ex- 
travagance? Why  should  not  every 
farmer  be  the  possessor  of  an  auto- 
mobile if  he  is  able  to  afford  it  and 
the  roads  in  his  neighborhood  are 
such  as  an  automobile  can  traverse? 

The  automobile   Is     not     purely     a 
pleasure  vehicle.       It    is  almost   indis- 
pensable to  the  requirements  of  rapid 
transit   where   rail   facilities  are   lack- 
ing       Tho  farmer  may  need  it  in  his 
business  almost,   if  not  quite,  as  much 
as   the   urban    citizen.
